Juſt Judgment may be formed of what far- 
fbr maß be expected from its Aſſiſtance. 


And as I have been aſſiſted in theſe En- 
quires by the ingenious and curious Ex- 
periments of ſeveral very learned Men, as 
Hales, Boerhaave, Sepius, Marſilinus, Gui- 
dot, and others, I thankfully acknowledge 
the Benefit I received from their Obſerva- 
q : tions; and I ſhall be ungrateful, if I 
! ſhould not mention, with due Regard, my 
= very learned Friends, and eminent Phy- 
, ſicians, R. Freuin, M. Lee, E. Wilmot, and 
| W. Lewis, at whoſe Requeſts, and by whoſe 
Advice and Aſſiſtance, I undertook and 
compleated this Work, But to come to 
the Purpoſe. 


Water is of itſelf without Taſte or Smell, 

| and being ſprinkled in the Eye, gives no 
| Pain; but is ſmooth and flexible, and can- 
| not offend the Nerves, in any Senſe : Be- 
| ſides, it is a Kind of common Menſtruum 
= or Diſſolvent of all Salts, and ſeems by 
„ Nature deſigned for that Purpoſe; for 
| though the Cryſtals of Sea Salt are of a 

pyramidical Shape, of Sal Gem cubical, 

of Nitre priſmatic, and Vitriol and Alum 


| olf different Forms; yet Water diſſolves all 
; their Particles, and receives them all in a 
Kind of common Menſtruum. Hence it 
is ſo remarkably ready to diſſolve the r 
- an 
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and gummous Particles of Bodies, and by 
the Influence of the Sun's Heat, it is made 


the chief Inſtrument in all chemical Ex- 


tractions, both natural and artificial. But 


SEA WATER abounds chiefly with Salt, as 


may be obſerved by thoſe who, in making 
Salt, boil it up to ſuch a Conſiſtence as 
will bear the Weight of an Egg. 


That vaſt Collection of Waters, which 
we call the Sea, ſurrounds the whole Earth, 
and conſequently waſhes whatever is con- 
tained between its oppoſite Shores, as Sub- 
marine Plants, Salts, Fiſhes, Minerals, Gc. 
and is therefore enriched with the Parti- 
cles it receives from theſe Bodies, either 
being waſhed off, or paſſing into the Water 
by their Tranſpiration ; for their fine and 
ſubtile Particles, continually thrown off by 
Tranſpiration, and endeavouring to eſcape 
into the Air, are intercepted by the Water, 
and mingled with it. But Salts chiefly 
beſtow their Particles on the Water, and 
thereby preſerve it from Putrefaction; 
from this Cauſe alſo, this Fluid acquires a 
more oily and ſoapy Quality than Spring 


Water: And further, this whole Body of 


Water 1s penetrated by certain ſulphure- 


ous Steams or Effluvia. 


All theſe Cauſes ſeem jointly to conſti- 
tute this Fluid which we call the Sea, and 
. | | which 
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which the omniſcient Creator of all Things 
ſeems to have deſigned to be a Kind of 


common Defence againſt the Corruption 


and Putrefaction of Bodies: Therefore, in 


thoſe Regions were the Heat of the Sun 
is greateſt, and conſequently more apt to 
corrupt Fluids, the Sea is ſalteſt, accord- 


ing to the Obſervations of thoſe who fail 
under the Equator. But this wondrous 


Collection of Waters, preſerved from Cor- 
ruption by the Aid of Salts, &c. performs 
the Will of the Omnipotent, by various 
Means ; for the Sun ſeparating the freſh 
Water from the Salt, and gently attract- 
ing it upwards, cauſes alſo many ſulphu- 
reous and nitrous Particles to aſcend in the 
ſame Vapours, which being driven through 
the Air, over all the immenſe Spaces of 
the Earth and Seas, are probably the Cauſe 
of all the various Phznomena and Changes 
of the Air. And when they have per- 
formed their deſtined Taſk in the Air, 
falling down in the Shape of Dew, Rain, 
Hail or Snow, they ſupply the Earth with 
Moiſture, afford Water to all Kinds of 
Animals, augment the Springs deſtined to 
the Uſe of Men with the pureſt Streams; 
whence the ſuperfluous Liquid runs into 
the Rivers, and back into the Sea, the com- 
mon Parent of them all. And thus the Or- 
der of Things ſeems to be preſerved, 
Theſe 


what the moſt accurate Enquirers into Na- 
ture, what Phyſicians and Chemiſts have 
obſerved of the SEA Wark, and its prin- 
cipal Qualities, which are Four; the Firſt 


is, Salrneſs; the Second, Bitterneſs : * the 


Third, Nitrgſity, or a nitrous Quality; 
and the Fourth, Uneiug/t Ty. 


The Firſt 18 fs apparent, that none can 
be ignorant of it. The ingenious Dr. 
Hales computes, there are five Ounces and 


an half in a Gallon of SEA WATER; fo. 
that a Pint of SEA WATER contains almoſt 


five Drams and a half, beſides that bitter 
oleous Bitumen, and other Parts before- 


mentioned; and that Doſe is commonly 
ſufficient, in grown Perſons, to give three 


or four ſmart Stools. The Chemiſts re- 
mark, that this Salt conſiſts of a certain 
peculiar Acid and a mineral Alcali, but 
the acid Part is fo intangled and reſtrained 
by the other Part, that it can ſcarcely exert 


its Power in a concrete Form. And Salt is 


of ſuch a fixed Nature, that it never yields 


to Putrefaction: Whence it preſerves other 
Bodies ſo nom Pr for, according to 


Dr. Hales, Spirit of Salt ſo powerfully 
refiſts Putrefaction, that three Drops there- 
of, in an Ounce of Water, will preſerve 
Fleſh a long Time. And in another Ex- 
periment he * that putting raw Beef 

into 
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Theſe Things being premiſed, let us ſee

into SEA WATER not well diſtilled; the 
aſtringent Power of the Water was ſo great, 
that contracting the minute Blood-Veſſels, 
no Blood would flow therefrom: 


The next Quality i is Bitterneſs, which it 
18 ſuppoſed to acquire from the bituminous 


Parts of the ſubjacent Earth: for it is pro- 
bable that ſulphureous Exhalations are ex- 


pelled thro' innumerable Paſſages by ſub- 


terranean Fires, which impregnate the SEA 
WATER, as the Fume of Sulphur pene- 
trates Wine : Wherefore, it is very proba- 
ble that SEa WATER 1s the more bitter the 
deeper it 1s taken. And this ſulphureous Bi- 
tumen aſcends ſo plentifully in Diſtillation, 
that Marſilinus affirms, that the diſtilled 
Sra WATER cannot be drunk, for its 


Quantity of Bitumen, which is more nau- 


ſeous than its Saltneſs : and he alſo fays, 
that there is ſo great a Quantity of Bitumen 
in the Mediterranean and Thracian Seas, and 
more eſpecially in the Pacific Ocean, as al- 
fo that which waſhes the Eaſt-· India Shores, 
that it ſometimes appears floating upon the 
Surface of the Water ; and he judges it pro- 
ceeds partly from the Veins of Coals, and 
partly from a Kind of Petroleum, which is 
found in various Parts of the Earth. The 
fame Author diſtilled ſome Pit-Coal, and 
found, that forty Grains of the volatile 
oleous Spirit of Coals, put into two Pints

of Spring Water, that was made as falt as 
Sea Water, cauſed it to be as bitter as the 
Water at the Surface of the Sea ; and fifty 
Grains made it as bitter as the deeper Sea 
Water. And perhaps theſe bituminous 


fiſt the Salt in diſperſing Tumours; for 
Phyſicians have always eſteemed Bitumen 
to be a diflolving Medicine, conſiſting of

Therefore, from theſe Reaſons we may 
judge, that the Bitterneſs of Sea Water 
proceeds from a certain volatile oleous Spi- 
rit, with which it is remarkably impreg- 
nated, the Quality of which can only be 
diſcovered by the Effects. 


The third Quality is Nitrgſity. Dr. Hales 
found by ſeveral Experiments, that the bit- 
ter Salt, of which there is ſuch a large 
Quantity in Sea Water, was partly nitrous ; 
and does not think it ſtrange that ſuch a ni- 
trous Salt ſhould be formed in the bitter 
Salt, and in the oleous Bitumen of the Sea. 

He 


and ſulphureous Particles conſiderably aſ- 


volatile Salt, Sulphur, and a little Earth. 
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cles abounding in Sea Water; for Nitre 


He alſo thinks, that this bitter Salt abounds 
in Plants and Animals; and that the Sea 
Water does not only contain a perfect Sea 
Salt, but alſo an imperfect bitter Salt, and 
a Kind of ſulphureous Bitumen. And alſo 
is of Opinion, that the ſubtle Sulphur 
which abounds in the Air, Dew, and Rain, 
Sc. is extracted from that ſulphureous 
Bitumen, by the Heat of the Sun, and 
promotes the Vegetation of the Fruits of 
the Earth. It has alſo been obſerved, that 
Sea Water does not extinguſh Fire fo rea- 
dily as Spring or freſh Water ; and this is 
ſuppoſed to proceed from the nitrous Parti-

conſiſts of a ſaline, volatile, oleous Matter: 
add to this, that the Sea Water abounds 
with many bituminous and ſulphureous 
Particles, if it be true, which ſome affirm, 
that it will not readily extinguiſh Fire; and 
therefore, Lamps burn better with Salt in the 
Oil. Macrob. Saturnal. Lib. 7. Whence 
alſo Plutarch, in the Beginning of his Book 
of Natural Queſtions, cites a Proverb uſed 
by the Antients, Do not throw Sea Water 
upon the Fire, on Account of its Oilyneſs; 
as he writes in the ſame Place.

mock Salt as the fame Quantity of Spring 


Water, by half a Dram, although their ſpe- 


cific Gravities are equal, and he attributes 
this to its Oilynefs. The Antients alſo ob- 


ſerved this Oilynefs of Sea Water. T, here 


* 7s @ ſurprizing Ouyneſs in Sea Water.“ 

Pliny Jab. xxxi. cap. 7. and Father Bourzes 
affirms, that he obſerved in ſome Parts of 
the Ocean ſuch a remarkable Oilyneſs, that 
if a Cloth was dipped in it, it acquired a 
Viſcidity; and where the Way of the Ship 
made 2 4 Track in the Wan there 
it was more greaſy and viſcid ; and the 
Cloth being ſhook with a quick Motion, 


gave a great Light. See the gth Vol. of 


Lettres des R. P. Miſſionaires, Edit. Paris, 
Octavo. And indeed, that Viſcidity or 
Oilyneſs is ſo evident, that Dr. Hales, by 
ſeyeral accurate Diſtillations, found that 
Sea Water, though deprived of its Salt, 
did yet retain a certain viſcid Matter, which 
ſtuck to the Sides of the Veſſel, if the Wa- 
ter was diſturbed, but ſunk to the Bottom, 
if it remained without Motion. This 
Oilyneſs, which is not found in Spring 
Water, appears alſo in Salt; for if the 
cleaneſt common Salt is liquified in a 
moiſt Air, it lets fall its Earth with a cer- 
tain oily, acrid, and auſtere Liquor.

HE Conſumption which greatly afflits our 
Iſland, and in the Cure of which, our 
Phyſicians find the greateſt Difficulty, 

generally proceeds from a Jong « continued Fluxion 
on the Glands of the Wind-Pipe, and its Bran- 

WW ches, of the Lungs and other internal Parts. 

And this Diſtemper frequently arrives to ſuch a 

State, before a Phyfician 1 is conſulted, that it is 

i incurable: For it is in vain to expect a Phyſician 

ſhould preſerve the ſmall Veſſels from Ruptures, 

and keep the Fluids in a healthy State, when 
they are already burſt and often eroded, not

This being the Caſe, I hope my Studies will! 
prove acceptable to my Country, if by the Al- 
ſiſtance of Sea-Water I can relieve the Diforder 
of the internal Glands, and ſeaſonably procure 
a Remedy in the Beginning of this moſt dange- 
rous Diſeaſe; and preſerve the Lungs, that noble 
Part, from an Impoſtume. I ſay in the Beginning, 
becauſe, if the Pus or Matter is already gene- 
rated, there is then no Help to be expected from 
this Remedy. This ought to be well conſidered, 
becauſe where a Cure is attempted in vain, tho 
the Caſe 1s incurable by all the Power of Phyſic, it 
often happens that the Medicine 1s blamed and 
rejected, as uſeleſs, and of no Merit; and 1 
thought incapable of doing what is really in it 
Power to perform. And this is the common 
Misfortune of all new Medicines ; for I have my- 
ſelf leen {ome Patients ſeeking Relief from Sea-Wa-i 
ler, when the purulent Matter was already form-W 7» 
ed both in the external and internal Glands. « 
But what Applauſe can a Remedy receive from { 
ſuch Circumſtances, or rather what Diſgrace is i +; 
not like to meet with? For in thoſe I have ſeen 7 
who died of a Conſumption where the external 
Glands emitted Pus and whoſe Bodies were 1 
. lowe: 
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lowed to be opened, I never met with any in 
which the Glands of the Meſentery remained en- 
tire ; on the contrary, they were generally im- 
poſtumated ; and further, the Bronchia, and the 
Glands of the Lungs, were ſo univerſally Over- 
ſpread with Puts, that wherever I made Uſe of 
the Knife, I edu not help cutting the puru- 
lent Glands, which, before they were opened, 
looked like n of Corn full of purulent Mat- 
ter, pretty nearly reſembling the miliary Glands 
n in a meazled Hog. See Figure I. thich 
repreſents the Liver and Lungs of a Hog, wherein the 
Glands of thoſe Parts are ſtrangely morbid. 

And indeed the Diſeaſes of the Glands are 
more common, and riſe to a greater Height in

ed both in the external and internal Glands. 


| Glands emitted Pus and whoſe Bodies were al 


rated, there 1s then no Help to be expected from 
this Remedy. This ought to be well conſidered, 
becauſe where a Cure is attempted in vain, tho 
the Caſe is incurable by all the Power of Phyſic, it 
often happens that the Medicine is blamed and 
rejected, as uſeleſs, and of no Merit; and 1s 


Power to perform. And this is the common 
Misfortune of all new Medicines ; for I have my- 
{elf ſeen ſome Patients ſeeking Relief from Sea-We- 


ter, when the purulent Matter was already form-W o 
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ſuch Circumſtances, or rather what Diſgrace is i th 

not like to meet with ? For in thoſe I have ſeenW T 
who died of a Conſumption where the externa 
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loved to be opened, I never met with any in 
which the Glands of the Meſentery remained en- 
tire ; on the contrary, they were generally im- 
oſtumated; and further, the Bronchia, and the 
Glands of the Lungs,” were fo univerſally over- 
ſpread with Pus, that wherever I made Uſe of 
the Knife, I could not help cutting the puru- 
lent Glands, which, before they were opened, 
Jooked like Grains of Corn full of purulent Mat- 
ter, pretty nearly reſembling the miliary Glands 
found in a meazled Hog. See Figure I. which 
repreſents the Liver and Lungs of a Hog, wherein the 
Glands of thoſe Parts are ſtrangely morbid. 
And indeed the Diſeaſes of the Glands are 
more common, and rife to a greater Height in 
theſe than in moſt other Animals. Wherefore 
the Inhabitants of the Eaſtern Countries avoid 
eating Swines Fleſh as much as they can, and 
becauſe theſe Countries ſeem to be more afflicted 
than others with the Leproſy, Foulneſſes of the 
Skin, and all Glandular Diſeaſes; and therefore I 
judge, Moſes ordained ſo many Ablutions, and 
Abſtinence from Swines Fleſh. 

The internal Tumors of the Glands before de- 
ſcribed, undergo the ſame changes as the external; 
therefore they are to be reſtrained by the ſame 
Methods; likewiſe, every State of the Tumor 
m- has its peculiar de 
Ma- believe, nobody doubts that this Diſeaſe is 
orm. often cauſed by the Fault of the Nurſe, or the 
too great Indulgence of the Parents. For it 1s 
ſcarcely to be told how often the Foundation of 
this Diſeaſe is laid in the Cradle; for at that 
Time of Life when the Child ought by Degrees 
to be uſed to the Changes of the Seaſons, which

> N 2 ſmothered 
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ſmothered in Blankets, its Health impaired with 


Sweating, and the Heat of the Chamber, and by 


continuing at the Breaſt too long. 

In the mean Time the Bowels of the Infant 

are conſtantly fretted with an acrid, four milk, 
that produces frequent and green acid Stools ; ; 
till ſometimes, neglecting proper Remedies, it 
brings on Convulſions and Epileptic Symptoms. 
In this Caſe, the Nurſe perhaps gives the Child 
a little Syrup of white Poppies, or ſomething 
more powerful, to Procure them both a little 
Repoſe. 
When thoſe Evacuations ceaſe, which proceed 
fr om the Glands behind the Ears, then the Infant 
falls into the Gripes, accompanied with a ſlight Di- 
arrhœa; which if you ſtop them with Diaſcordium, 
or any other Medicine, either the Diſeaſe is tranſ- 
ferred to the Skin, or the Evacuation 1s renewed 
by the Glands behind the Ears, or by the i ingui- 
nal Glands, or ſome of the larger Emundctories. 

Thus while the Child by a too long continued 


Uſe of Opiates, is lulled to ſleep, Chylification 


is perpetually injured ; the Habit of Body which 
Nature perhaps intended to be ſtrong and healthy, 
by theſe means is rendered lax and weak; the 
Blood becomes ſerous, pale, and morbid ; the 
Bulk of the Glands, winch Nature deſigned to 
moiſten the Joints, daily increaſes, and the Heads 
of the Bones grow large ; then the Glands. of the 


Meſentery, of the Breaſt, and the Neck, are ob- 


ſtructed ; and at length the Glands of the Lungs 

are infected with the common Taint. 

And in all theſe Diſorders, though the ſuper- 

fluous Humours may be carried off, in Women, 

by the Help of the Menſes, and by other Means 

in Men, while young; yet when they advance 
| ** 
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in Years, commonly iter forty-five or when- 
ever theſe Helps fail, then the Glands before viti- 
ated and relaxed, are attacked with new Obſtruc- 
tions, incline to inflammatory Diſeaſes and ſup- 
urate, infomuch that the Patient dies of a pu- 
rulent Pthiſis, unleſs the Diſeaſe is ſtopt i in its Pro- 
greſs; for when once the Pus is fixt in the Glands 
it requires the Hand of the Surgeon, and not the 
Art of the Phyſician. 
Some Time ago, I vilited a Gentleman after 
a Fit, as he thought of an intermitting Fever, for 
which he had taken the Bark ; but finding his 
Pulſe quick, accompanied with a certain heQic 
Heat, I judged the Shiverings were ſymptomatical, 
and that Pus was formed in the Liver; for his 
Eyes were tinged with a yellowiſh Colour ; his 
Habit of Body was full, and inclining to Fat; ; 
and till that Time he had not been troubled with | 
any violent Diſeaſe ; having tried all Manner of 
febrifuge Medicines, I perſuaded him to go to 
London ; from thence he went to Bath, and re- 
turned again to London; at laſt he came back in- 
to the Country, where he died of a purulent 
Droply. After his Death, I found a vaſt Abſceſs 
in the convex Part of the Liver; ſome other 
Glands were burſt, which had emitted a little 


= Pus and Water into the Abdomen. But in the 
oe Lungs, where an Obſtruction began to be formed, 


there appeared only ſome crude Tubercles, with- 
ob- out any Pus. 

I think this is a plain Demonſtration that ſome 
| Glands vitiate others, and arrive at a State of 
Suppuration by ſlow Degrees, and not by a ſud- 
den Progreſs. 

I have allo ſeen a large Tumor, to which 3 
ral Cluſters of morbid and Keirin Glands ad- 
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hered; the Tumor was diſtended by a Matter 
like Bran, weighing eight Ounces, the Coat of 
the Glands was like the Membrane in the Giz- 
zard of Turkey-Cocks, and other granivorous 
Fowls; it was burſt, and emitted Water con- 
ſtantly from the broken lymphatic Veſſels, thro a 
ſmall Paſſage under the Nipple; and was attended 2 
with no bad Symptoms for thirty Years. . And 
although the.Glands that adhered to the Tumor 
had at length turned perfectly ſcirrhous, yet the 
Tenſion being removed by the Emillion of the 

Humour before deſcribed, the Tumor was free 
frgm Pain, and no Suppuration aroſe in all that 
Time in any adventitious Tumors. See Fig. II.

ſcirrhous Glands. 

I am now to conſider the Diſeaſes of the 
Glands, in doing which it will ſufficiently anſwer 
my Deſign to give a general Idea of diſtempered 
Glands. I judge the Diſeaſes of diſtempered 
Glands, to ariſe commonly from certain Ob— 
ſtructions proceeding from ſome Fluxion flowing 
faſter upon the Glands than can be tranſmitted 
through their Tubes: Hence the Glands ſwell, 
their Coats are diſtended, and yield by Degrees to 
the growing Tumor, till the ſmall Veſſels burſt, 
and Pus is formed: or from the Tumors confined 
in a Membrane, either a“ Steatoma, Athieroma, 


* Steatoma is a hard a encyſted Swelling, which 
contains a Matter like Suet, of the ſame Colour through- 
out. 

+ Atheroma is an encyſted Tumour, hien is a a little ſoft, 
without Redneſs, Heat, or Pain, It contains a whitiſh 
Matter like thin Paſte.

or | Meliceris, or ſomething of this Kind 1 Is pro- 
duced. 


W infirm Habit of Body, lugzeſt to me theſe two 
WW Obſcrvations ; one, that by giving thoſe Medi- 


rect the Acidities collected in the Stomach- and 
W Inteſtines, a ſweeter and more healthful Chyle 
ss produced; Flatulences are repreſſed in the 
WW Bowels ; and hence the Liver, Spleen, Pancreas, 
and Meſenteric Glands, are leſs obnoxious to 


Wy with other Medicines, the Glands may be ſucceſs- 
fully purged, and freed from Obſtructions; after 
which, 1t will be neceſſary to ſtrengthen the whole 
Habit, by cold Bathing in the Sea, and fo fortify 
the Conſtitution againſt new Fluxion. 

Hitherto I have treated of the Nature of di- 
ſtemper' d Glands in General; but now I proceed 
to their different States; of which a recent Fluxion 
on the Glands 1s firft to be conſidered; then the 
state of Augmentation; then the State of Inflam- 
mation; and laſtly, the Termination of the Dif- 
Neaſe, either from diſperſing the umor, or its 
turning into Pus, a Scirrhus, or a Cancer. And 
it, Nas my Deſign is principally to point out a Method 
Jof Cure in theſe Diſorders, I think it proper to 
begin with the morbid State of the tracheal and 
pulmonary Glands.

> hich are as it were linked together, and pro- 
e ſoft, ceed from the Ears to the Collar-Bones accord-

cines which deſtroy the ſharp Humours, and cor- 


Obſtructions; the other, that by Sea-Water joined 
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ing to the Courſe of the Veſſels of the N eck, ap- 

ear ſwelled, and the Tonſils ſeem larger than 
uſual, then there is reaſon to ſuſpect, that the in- 
ternal Glands of the Meſentery and the Lungs, 
are affected by a recent Fluxion. But while 
there is no Fever, aperient Medicines, with Sea- 
Water, having firſt taken away ſome Blood, will 
effect a Cure; and theſe Steps are to be taken, 
though at the firſt Onſet you find the Diſorder is 
in the ſecond Degree, or the State of Augmenta- 
tion; for as the Glands are diſtended, ſo they 
ſubſide by Degrees ; and a ſufficient Time muſt be 
allowed, not only to deterge and cleanſe the ſmall 
obſtructed Tubes, but alſo to procure a ſafer and 
fitter Vent, by which the Humours that create ob- 
ſtructions may be expelled. 

And this is to be effected by the eaſieſt and moſt 
gentle Methods, we are therefore upon no Account 
to make Ule of violent ſtimulating Mercurial Me- 
dicines, for nothing is more hurtful in Obſtruc- 
tions of the Glands, than a ſudden and violent 
Efflux of the Humours attracted towards the af- 
fected Paris by large Doſes of Mercurius Dulcis; 
which Medicine, if it is ever uſed, ſhould be gi- 
ven cautiouſly and in fmall Doſes, and ſoon after 
purged off with Sea-Maler. 

All the Glandular Secretions, in a healthful 
State, are performed {lowly and with Eaſe; there- 
fore all Medicines that are of a Cauſtic Nature, 
ſlimulate and wound the tender Parts, and ex- 
cite Pain. Hence either a Tubercle or a morbid 
Gland, which perhaps might otherwiſe be eafily 
cured, if it is haſtened to an inflammatory State, 
ſuppurates, and the Cure becomes far more diff- 
cult. On the Contrary, the Patient will bear the 
Stimulus of the Sea-Water ſix Months without 

any 
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any Inconvenience, and in an obſtinate Diſeaſe 
of the Skin, I have known a Patient bear it tole- 
rably well for a whole, Year, 

I infift more ſtrongly upon theſe Matters, be- 


cauſe I have known many Patients receive Da- 


mage by too large Doſes of Mercurius Dulcis, who, 
perhaps, might have received Benefit from this 
Medicine ſparingly given, and joined with Sea- 
Water. But Sea-Water will heal many Diſeaſes, 


where Mercury i is of no Service, and this puts me 
in Mind of the Cale of a certain Patient which I 


ſhewed to Dr. Fokn/on, and Mr. Craddock the Sur- 


geon, about the Year 1731. 
The Patient was almoſt covered over witli a 


Scorbutic Leproſy, and having thrown off all 


other Cloaths, lay only in a Gown; almoſt every 


Part of his Body was excoriated ; he had been 
twice ſalivated, under the Care of Dr. Tanner, of 


London, without any Benefit : Yet this violent 


Diſeaſe was ſubdued by Sea-Water ; but ſome 


other Diſorders which afflicted the unhappy Pa- 


tient, remained much in the ſame State. 


Another Patient came to me from St. Thomas's 
Hoſpital, whoſe Caſe was not quite ſo bad; he 


had likewiſe been ſalivated to no Purpoſe, for he 
was hereby become lean and hectical, and the 


cuticular Eruptions were ranker and moiſter after 
Salvation. At firſt, he took Eryngiated Milk, 
and Vipers Fleſh ; by theſe Medicines the hectic 
Heat abated ; and at length, by the Uſe of Sea- 
Water, the Diſeaſe of the Skin diſappeared. 

And indeed, where the Diſeaſe is exaſperated 


by a great Acrimony, and when mineral Medi- 


cines do not agree with the Conſtitution, then Wa- 


ter and Aſſes Milk are mot ſucceſsfully uſed i 
the Scurvy. 
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I have hitherto treated of Tumors in the 
States of Fluxion and Augmentation. I ſhall now 


proceed to conſider the State of Inflammation, that 


1s, when the Diſeaſe is attended with a Fever, 


and then indeed the Tumours are to be eſteemed 
true Phlegmons [ inflamed Tumors] and are to be 
treated ag ſuch. 


When a Fluxion, from any Cauſe, falls upon 


the tracheal and pulmonary Glands, they likewiſe 

row diſeaſed, and tumify in the Came Manner as 
the external Glands : then the Irritation of the 
Fluxion produces a F ever, there ariſes a hard and 
dry Cough : the Face and Eyes are overſpread 


with a Redneſs, a ſhooting Pain of the Head ac- 


companies the Cough. This Cough proceeds 


from the frequent Struggles of Nature to burſt 


the morbid Glands, and thereby to expel the 
hidden Cauſe of the Tumor, that by this Means 
the tumified Part might be reduced and reſtored 
to a healthful State. But in theſe Cafes, I think 
the Sea-Water too much irritates the Diſeaſe, for 


the greateſt Care ought to be taken that Pus 


ſhauld not be generated, which is never thrown 
out of the Lungs without the greateſt Difficulty, 
becauſe their looſe Texture is ſo apt to retain it. 
But the minute and tender Veſſels are broken by 
the continued Coughing ; this produces an He- 

moptoe, or Spitting of Blood, and afterwards lar- 
ger Abſceſſes, and the Diſcaſe is terminated by a 
purulent hectic Fever. 

But in this Caſe a new Method of Care is to 
be purſued ; for Bleeding muſt be uſed at proper 
Intervals, until the gelatinous or Buff Coat of 
the Blood, that reſembles melted Suet, diſap- 
bel h ; which, though it does not appear at the 


rſt Bleeding. yet is ſcarce ever concealed after 
the 
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the ſecond or third Time. Then Purgatives of 


Manna, Caſſia, Cream of Tartar, Tartar Vi- 


triolate, or the like, are to be given; and the 


Patient is to be cooled with Emulfions of Nitre ; 


and ſhould uſe Water for Drink, abſtaining from | 


Fleſh, Wine, and all Sorts of Malt-Liquors ; 
by theſe Means. generally, all the Signs of In- 
flammation are removed, the Cough and the Pain 


of the Head no longer afflict the Patient, the 


Tumors ſubſide, and tho they are not entirely 
diſperſed, yet by theſe Methods, hke the exter- 
nal Glands, when they are in the ſame State, 


they are few from Pain, and are no great Trouble 
to the Patient. But if this Method is either 


neglected, or too ſparingly, or too late purſued, 
then Pus is generated in the Glands, and the 
Patient, as I ſaid before, is taken off by a hectic 
Fever. 

Although in theſe Caſes we perceive many 
Glands burſt, , and the Pus thrown out, yet we 
muſt not terrify the Mind of the Patient, we are 


rather to give Hopes that the Lungs may be 


cleanſed by proper Medicines, by the Nitre of 
the Air, and by riding; for the Stiffneſs of the 
Fibres being leſſened, either becauſe the Inflam- 
mation is removed by Evacuations, or becauſe 
the Parts affected have expelled the Burthen that 
oppreſſed them, and as their Tone is laxer, they 
are commonly better defended by their own Mu- 
cus, and therefore Exerciſe is then ſafer. A 
Change of Air ought allo to be preſcribed, and 


the M ſouth and Noſtrils defended from the ex- 


treme Chilneſs of the Air, and 1t 1s proper to 


breathe through ſome Covering, while the Parts 


are weak and tender for it appears to the cele- 
bra 
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brated Boerhagve, that hard riding againſt a cold 
Wind, hath often been the Cauſe of a Nuinſey 
or a Pleuriſy. 

Therefore, it is evident, from what has been 
ſaid, that in the inflammatory State of the pul- 


monary Glands, both the Mind and Body are to 


be kept very quiet, until, by Venæſection, Leni- 


tives, and nitrous Medicines, the 8 of the 


minute Veſſels is relaxed, aud the F luids freed 


from the Danger of Extravaſation. For in the 
State of Tenſion, the Contractions of the Heart 


are too frequent, the Arteries are irritated, and 
the Blood circulates too quick. Whence the In- 


flammation increaſes, the Blood being driven with 


a great Force, into the ſmall obſtructed Tubes, 
which can neither bear its Impetus, nor afford it 


a Paſlage in this State of Obſtruction ; therefore 


the Tenſion of the Veſſels is neceſſarily augmen- 
ted, and, without Help, an Extravaſation muſt 


follow ; therefore, all Irritation 1s to be avoided 


as much as poſſible, that we may preſerve. the 
Veſſels of the Glands ſound and entire ; becauſe 
upon this Circumſtance, the Cure of the Patient 
entirely depends. 

Sometimes allo the Coat of the Gland grows 
thick, and the Pus is confined as in a ſtrong Bag, 


from whence it cannot break out a long white: 


But, in this State of the ' Diſeafe, neither Sea- 
Water. nor any other Medicines can do any Good. 


The Chire mult now be performed by the Art of 
Surgery only. 


But I ſhould be unjuſt not to give Sea-Water 
its due Praiſe ; for it 1s certain, that I have ſeen 
few Tumors of the morbid Glands, which, if 


0 the Pus was not formed, I could not preſerve 


from them and afterwards diſperſe; and alſo reſtore 
the 
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the firſt Form and Magnitude of the Glands, by 
a due Treatment of the glandular Secretions. 

For theſe Reaſons, in the inflammatory State 
of the Glands, all aloetic, roſinous, and mineral 


Medicines, are carefully to be avoided ; the un- 


{ſkilful or leſs cautious Uſe of which is always at- 
tended with the worſt Conſequences, which will 
appear plain by what follows in the Section con- 
cerning the Uſe of Sea-Water in bilious Colics. 


The ancient Phyſicians ſhunned theſe Medicines, 
for they never uſed to preſcribe ſtrong Emetics or 


= Cathartics, till the Stiffneſs or Criſpitude of the 
a Fibres was ſuppreſſed ; therefore before the Uſe 
of Hellebore, they judged the Body was to be 
moiſtened and relaxed by warm Baths, and a di- 
luting and cooling Regimen, abſtaining from Ex- 
erciſe, Fleſh, and Wine; and indeed, thro' the 
whole inflammatory State, where there was the 
leaſt Fear of Suppuration, they uſed theſe Medi- 
cines with the greateſt Caution, or entirely reject- 
ed them. And this Practice of the Ancients ſeems 
to be deduced from hence, becauſe they found 
that a Suppuration was generally the Conlequence 
of this Method of Cure ; which ſeems to be con- 
firmed by Gefner ; for when the Plague raged at 
Zurich, he oblerved that Hellebore forwarded the 

Suppuration of the peſtilential Buboes. 
Therefore in the firſt Days of the inflammato- 
ry State, they uſed to abſtain from the ſtronger 
Cathartics, that 1s, *till the Veſſels were reheved, 
and either by Venæſection, by Sweating, or by 
lome other Aſſiſtance, were delivered from the 
great Fear of Tenſion ; which otherwiſe the Sti- 
mulus of a Cathartic might occaſion. There- 
fore where a Cathartic is given, not to expel any 
prevailing Humour, but to diminiſh a Plenitude, 
and

In this State of Dilligagin, when the Glands 
of the Neck are grown ſofter, and the internal 
Glands continue weak and relaxed, by the Re- 
moval of the late Fluxion, I preſcribe the Sea- 
Water with Succeſs, and j join to its Aſſiſtance the 
Aſhes of Submarine Dia Sal-Ammoniac, - 
thiops Mineral, Antimony, Cuttle-fiſh Bone, burnt 
Pumice Stone, Coral, Coralline, burnt Sponge, 


and the like e, + which I hwy found uſe- 


ful, either from the Practice of the Ancients, or 
my own Obſervations. Whatever Helps I uſed 
to leek from external Applications, I ſhall freely 
declare, either when I come to explain the Method 
of Cure, or in relating the ſeveral Caſes of the 
Patients hereafter deſcribed. In the mean Time, 
it 18 to be obſerved, that. every Cure ought to be 
terminated by cold bathing in the Sea; which, 
when it is not ordered before the proper Time, 
that is, before the Glands are mollified by the in- 
ternal Uſe of Sea-Water, it greatly conduces to a 
perfect Cure. And laſtly, to prevent a Relapſe, 
as the Ancients made Uſe of Gall-nuts, and other 
ſtyptic Medicines, ſo I uſe to join the Bark to 


cold bathing, and chiefly in Diſeaſes of the Cili- 


ary Glands, when the — are ſubject to frequent 
Inflammations; but then the Eyes alſo are to be 
waſhed every Morning with cold Sea-Water. 

I have now gone through that State of the Tu- 


mor, viz. of Diſſipation ; which is the firſt Species 


of the Termination of the Diſeaſe, wherein the 
Glands are reſtored in Part to their Functions, 
and a healthy State, without the Rupture of any 
Veſſels. But as every kind of theſe Tumors do 
ſometimes terminate in, a Scirrhus, which was the

for concerning the ſecond, which was from the 
Piss, J have treated of it before, and ſhall mention 
it again; it is therefore neceſſary I ſhould explain 

what I call a Scirrhus. 

I call that State of the Tumor a \ Scirrhus, when 
from any Cauſe the Parts cohere a long Time, 
and from thence are fo ſtrongly joined and "wy 
dened, that they can never be diſunited, nor re- 
ſtor «a to their former healthful State, nor can 
their obſtructed Veſſels be opened by any Power 


of the Arteries ; but oftentimes the Hardneſs en- 


creales to that Degree, that the Tumors in ſome 
ſevere Caſes are like a Stone, and {ſuch I call a 
perfect Scirrhus; and this admits no Cure by 
Sea-Water, or any other Means, but by manual 
Operation. But the ſlighter Scirrhoſities, if 1 
may be allowed to call them ſo, without except- 
ing any, are curable, if the glandular Secretions 
are {kiltully treated; for I have cured many by 
this Method, that ſo nearly reſembled a perfect 
Scirrhus, that there appeared but little Hopes 


of a Cure, and yet the Patient was 1 


cured. 
But ſometimes the Scirrhus produces a Cancer, 


when the Hardneſs increaſes to that Degree, that 


the Circulation is ſtopped through the whole Tu- 
then 


mor, and the Veſſels are ſomewhere burſt ; 
they are a little diſtended by a livid Ichor that diſ- 
colours the Skin, from whence the Phyſician or 
Surgeon has reaſon toforetel a Rupture of the Tu- 
mor. Theſe are like Cancers, of a livid Colour, 
and like a Kind of Echymoſis, or rather, as I think, 
lixe thoſe lymphatic livid Veſicles, or little Bliſters, 


that uſe to riſe in the Parts of the Body, at the 


Beginning of a Sphacelus. | 
But 
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But when after the burſting of the e the 
Ichor remains a long while out of the Laws of 
Circulation, and has acquired great Acrimony, 
which ſoon happens 1n the extravaſated Fluids of 
all Animals, then the Contagion of this Acrimony 
is communicated from one Gland to another, 
and by Degrees the whole Syſtem of the Glands 
is ſeized with a Cancer; and this Acrimony is ſo 
Y virulent, that ſome Writers think it partakes of 
the Nature of Arſenic, and this is the Cauſe that 
it produces ſuch large Eſcars in one N ight's Time. 
Indeed, in this irritated State, the Uſe of Sea- 
Hater ſeems to cauſe too much Irritation, but I 
Y have not yet made Experiments enough to deter- 
mine this perfectly. 
And thus I have conſidered tlie four different 
States of the morbid Glands; and from what has 
been ſaid, it will appear, that there is little to be 
expected from Sea- Mater in a true and perfect 
Scrrhus, nor in any Tumors contained in a Beg, 
Jor in an Atheroma, Steatoma, or Meliceris, or 


where the Matter extravaſated is contained in

Wd oppreſſed the Glands of the Inteſtines, they be- 
come hard and ſcirrhous: Then the Rektum is 
E moſt grievouſly obſtructed with Tumors; the 
tools are accompanied with a vehement Pain, 
and the Excretions often contain only a Matter 
like Ichor, which injures the Neck of the Bladder 
by the Nearneſs of the Part, and at the ſame Time 
excites a Strangury, and a moſt painful Teneſ- 
mus.

But when theſe Diſtempers are neglected. or 
unſkilfully treated, they ſometimes turn into Can- 
cers; where if there is too much Acrimony, this 
Method of Cure is ineffectual.

' tain alſo, there are many Diſeaſes of the Skin 
which owe their Riſe to the Diſorders of the Ali- 
mentary Tube. And likewiſe, that when other 

Secretions are deficient, the Glands of the Al:- 
mentary Tube are drawn into Conlent, and are 
affected at the ſame Time. And hence, very 
probably, proceed all Obſtructions of the Meſen- 
tery and other internal Glands. And this com- 
monly happens to Women when the menſtrual 
Purgations are ſuppreſſed for many Years, and the 
Glands of various Parts are diſeaſed, they labour 
under a continual Diarrhœa, though without any 
violent Symptoms, which though it continues {0 
long, ſeldom excites a Teneſmus or any Signs of 
Acrimony ; for in this Caſe thoſe Humours paſs 
off by the Glands of the Inteſtines, which, in a 
healthy State, ſhould be carried off by other Eva:

From the foregoing Dans of the mor- 
bid Glands, I think the Reader is prepared and 


inſtructed to receive and comprehend the follow- 


ing Method of Cure that is levelled againſt tumi- 


bed Glands, by Helps timely interpoſed : There- 


fore I ſhall proceed to that Part of my Deſign in 

which I propoſed to explain the Similitude and 
Agreement of this Method with the Laws of Na- 
ture, that it may appear from hence, that Nature 
generally employs the ſame Affiſtances when ſhe 
alone oppoſes any Diſeaſe with her own Powers. 
Then we mult review the Medicines of the An- 
tients, and their Method of curing morbid Glands; 
from whence i it will appear how rational and con- 


venient it is to join their Medicines with Sea-Water, 
that by their united Aſſiſtance we may diſperſe 


internal Obſtructions, which are 1 attended 


with the utmoſt Danger. 
And for this Reaſon, when I am Gi 800 to 


cure an obſtructed Gland, I always endeavour to 


penetrate into the remote and hidden internal 


Cauſes within; for if the Obſtructions of the 


Glands of the. Meſentery and Lungs cannot be 


conquered, what Benefit can there be in diſperſing 
external Tumors? Therefore I ſeldom apply any 
outward Medicines before the Glands are mol- 


lified and altered by internal Remedies. But as 


it often happens in theſe Cafes, the Buſineſs is

| Alſo where the Fluids, though ſomething accele-

But there is no other ab that I could 
ever diſcover, which may be ſafely continued ſo 
long Time, nor that cleanſes and corroborates 
the obſtructed Tubes ſo well as Sea-Water ; for 
it has a certain R Quality, as powerful as the 
ſaline, which cleanſes and diſperſes thoſe viſcid 
Humours which ſtop and obſtruct the Mouths of 
the Lacteal Veſſels, and ſucceſsfully ſtimulates 
their Sphincters, whence they perform their pro- 
per Offices, and promote Chylification as well as 
in a healthy State. Thus, whatever conduces to 
the Nounſhment of the Body 1s ſeparated, and 
circulates with the Blood, and nothing is thus ſe- 
parated but what has been well prepared by the 
Alimentary Tube.

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AVING thus revived whatever belongs 
to the general Hiſtory of the morbid 


Glands, I think it will plainly appear to eve- 
Ty Phyſician, and even to any one unſkilled in 


Anatomy, that he has the Care of a Body fit- 


ted with Organs, the Health of which depends 
upon almoſt innumerable Secretions regularly 


performed. 


For as the Author of human Nature foreſaw 


that ſome of theſe would be obſtructed by various 
Accidents, and leſs fit for the Laws of Circulation, 
he formed the Body with plenty of Secretions for 
the Purpoſe of mutual Aſſiſtance ; that when one 
of theſe are impeded, the Body might be relieved 
by the Help of the others. And indeed Nature 
cures many Diſeaſes by her own Power after this 
Manner, and for this Reaſon ſhe is properly ſti- 
led the Healer of Diſeaſes. 

For where this or that 8 is impeded ſhe 
commands another to perform its office more co- 
piouſſy, although, perhaps, not ſo conveniently. 


And unleſs Nature performed this by her own.

Therefore this way of Cure, which ſeems to 
follow the Example of Nature, is commonly fuc- 
ceſsful if ſkilfully uſed.

Having taken this Notice of the Vi tuen of

There is a Species of Madrepora, which the 
Americans burn to Lime, and, with this Remedy 
cure the Natives of Swellings of the Glands, if 
we may believe their own Accounts. And the 

Siameſe have ſuch a great Eſteem for a certain 
Lime made of Sea-ſhells, that they curiouſly tem- 
per their famous Areca with it, which they ar 
almoſt always chewing. This Mixture is made 
of a certain Fruit about the Bigneſs of an Acorn, 
cut in {mall Pieces, being firſt mixed with the 
Lime of Sea-ſhells. This is wrapt up in the Leaves 
of Betel. Bontius mentions this Medicine in his 
Book De Medendi Methodo Indica. Beſides thi, 
we have here (lays he) a peculiar and noble Medi. 
cine, which is made of Areca, Betel, and Lime mad: 
of burnt Oyſter-ſhells, which being chewed draws Phiegn 

from the Head, and conſumes the ſame in the Stomacl, 
and prevents its filling the Head with Vapours, fro

But as I ſhall . ſhew the Uſe of this Plant, 
with a Deſcription thereof, I ſhall ſay do more of 
it here. The Ancients mention ſeveral Sorts of 
Aga or Sea-Wreck, as the Palea Marina, Alga 
Laftucea, and Aga Famculata Tinctoria, of 
which the latter was eſteemed good againſt the 
Sting of the Scorpion, and was therefore uſed in 
the Theriaca, as Nicander affirms ; and even at 
this Time our Fiſhermen, when they are ſtung 


by the Paſtinaca Marina, or Sea-Dragon, and can- 


not get the Liver of the Fiſh, which they reckon 


a certain Remedy, in this Extremity have pre- 


{ently Recourſe to Sea-Wreck, and apply it to 
the Swelling, which aſſvages the Pain of the 
Wound, and diſperſes the Tumor. We are alſo 
told by Garidelius, that the Inhabitants of Pro- 
vence apply the Sea-Wreck to bruiſed Parts of 
the Body, which, by its Virtue, diſpetſes the 
Contuſions: A afterwards cites theſe remark- 
able Words of Pliny: I my/elf knew a Man "Y 
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by the Sea-Wreck, who fell from @ high Tree as he 
vas lopping it, and broke almoſt all his Bones. He 
was wraps all over with it, which was kept conſlantly 
moſt with-its own. Water, and was never removed, but 
when for Neceſſity of Change, fre/ſt was applied; and 
zy this Means he recovered perfetily in ſo ſmall a Time 
that'th is almoſt mcredible, See Pliny's Natural Hi- 
And tho I know that Phys Authority has very 
little Weight among the Learned, yet a Diſtinction 
is to be made between thoſe Things which he re- 
lates upon the Teſtimony of others, and what he 
- delares he faw with his on. Eyes. 5 
But it is ſufficient to my Purpoſe to draw this 
Inference from hence, that the Alga or Sea- 
Wreck was uſed by the Ancients: to diſſolve Tu- 
mors, to which Teſtimonies. concerning Sea- 
Wreck we may add the Authority of Dioſcorides. 
He takes Notice that Sea-Wrecks of every Species 
are cooling, and particularly uſeful in the Gout 
and Inflammations, if newly taken out of the 
The Ancients alſo uſed Alcyonzum, or, as it is 
£alled, the Froth of the Sea, in the ſame Caſes, of 
which they deſcribe many Kinds; but Diqſcori- 
des affirms: that to be the beſt Sort, which is of 
a red Colour. He ſays it was compoſed of a cer- 
tain Matter reſembling little Worms, and brought 
from Miletus. The Ancients uſed to calcine this 
with Salt, and made hereof a certain abſterging 
Medicine. Matthiolus teſtifies he ſaw this at 
Venice. I confeſs, indeed; that I could never 
find any. Out of theſe Materials various Forms 
of Preſcriptions are eaſily compoſed : But, after 
the Example of Czhus Aurelianus, I have molt 
. frequently 
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i frequently uſed the an Powder with Suc- 
ces.

Medicines outwardly applied are often ſucceſs- ; 
ful againſt external Tumors. I have happily uſed 


a Lotion made of Oil of Tartar ger Deliquium, 
mixed with Sea-Water, when the Glands were 
almoſt turned to a Senn But if the Stricture 


of the Veſſels is to be relaxed, Pliny's Decoction 


of Frogs in Sea-Water is vaſtly preierable to: the 


common Plaiſter of Frogs. 
But Nature herſelf ſupplies us with the beſt 


Medicine for diſſolving Tumors, in the Quer- 


cus Marina, or Sea-Wreck, at one Seaſon of the 
Year ; for in July this Plant bears certain Veſicles 
or Pods that contain a ſlippery and ſoapy Juice. 
Theſe Veſicles are to be ſqueezed in the Hands, 
and the Tumor rubbed with them till it be 
this ſoapy Liquor: And laſtly, it mult be waſh- 
ed with Sea-Water, and dried perfectly clean. The 


following Fucus, Or Soap, is equally, if not. more.

R Of the Veſicles of the Sea-Wreck, full of their Ti. 
quor, gathered in July, two Pounds; Sea-Water 
two Pounds ; let them ſtand together m a Glaſs Veſſel 
ten or twelve Days, till it makes a Liquor nearly ap.

ſtrain it, and therewith rub the affetted Glands (chef 
ty when the Tumor is abating) twice or thrice every 
Day. #Afierwards waſh it clean with Sea-Water. 


Nothing exceeds this Method in the Decline of 
the Tumors ; for it diſperſes all Hardneſles. 
Blut all the acrid Preſcriptions of Mercury pro- 
mote a Calloſity, as may be ſeen in the Ule of 
the red Precipitate ; therefore to diſperſe ſcirrhous 
Tumors, we mult uſe ſuch Formulæ, or Pre- 
ſcriptions, that ſtimulate the Solids without hard- 
ening them. And indeed theſe outward Formula 
are therefore beneficial, becauſe they have a dil- 
ſolving Power, and fit the Veſſels to ſend back 
the Humours into the larger Tubes, whereby the 
Diſorder is reduced to the Laws of Circulation, 
and is more under the Command of the Phyſician. 
But all thoſe Formule are hurtful that promote a 
Suppuration, and it is our Buſineſs chiefly, either 
to guard againſt a Pus, or to extirpate the Tu- 
mor; for when once a Gland is ſuppurated, it 
fouls the Blood, and in a manner lays the Foun- 
dation of other Tumors; therefore great Care is 
to be taken by the Uſe of Sea-Water to correct 
the Tone of the Solids as well as the Taint of 
the Fluids; and Regard muſt be had to both 
theſe Intentions jointly ; for although Sea-Water 
is alone yery powerful, yet in Glandular = 

44 eaſes 


eaſes of the Liver or Kidneys ſaponaceous Medi- 


cines are to be given, that by their Aſſiſtance the 
Stiffneſs of the Fibres may be leſſened ; that the 
Paſſages may become more ſlippery; and that the 
Stones in the Liver or the Kidneys may find a 
readier Paſſage upon drinking Salt-Water. But if 
there is the leaſt Cauſe to ſuſpect a Febricula or 
little Fever, or Pus generating in the Bowels, I 


lay aſide Soap and lixivious Salts, and depend en- 
tirely on Bleeding and falt Purgatives. Sea-Water 


reſiſts Putrefaction, and is not {9 apt to excite 


Impoſthumes as the Roſinous Purges, as I obſer- 


ved before. 

Beſides which, Sea-Water moſt n de- 
terges and diſſolves, and alſo draws forth the Hu- 
mours from the tumified Glands. 

Many cure Dropſies with Salt, and remove an 
old Cough with a Linftus thereof. Pliny, L. 30. 
cap. 9. 


Neither were the Ancients ignorant of the Uſes 


of Salt againſt Putrefaction, for they ordered it 


to be held under the Tongue till it was diſſolved, 
every Morning. They likewiſe uſed it to cleanſe 
the Teeth and Gums, to reſtrain Eroſions and all 
Putrefaction. And I believe it is an excellent 
Dentifrice, becauſe amongſt the great Number of 
Women that get their Living by daily picking up 
ſhells upon the Sea-ſhore, you ſhall ſeldom lee 
one with rotten Teeth; on the contrary, their 
Gums are generally Grim: their Lungs found and 
free from any ſcorbutic Cou gh; and this is chiefly 


cauſed by the ſaline Particles which are commu- 


nicated to the Air from the Surface of the Sea; or 


rather which are daſhed out by the breaking of the 
Waves, for little or no marine Salt is exhaled by 


the Heat of the Sun.

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It 1 be unjuſt i in me to paſs by the Uſe of 
this Method in a Bronchocele or Selig of the 
Fore- -part of the Neck, becaule it is here of great 
Service. And whilkt I was writing this, I recei. 


ved a Letter from my very learned F riend Dr. Lee, 


which confirms this. Sea-Water (ſays he) is of 
great Benefit in many Kinds of Diſeaſes.

Afterwards in 1730, I read a Book intitled, Tir 
1 wh Companion, which adviſes the Uſe of 
Sea-Mater, and commends it to Sailors as a moſt 
convenient Purge. And laſtly, ſome Years ago, 
having ſome Converſation about this Matter with 
Mr. Webb, who is a very worthy Man, and a ſkil-

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And theſe are the Reaſons and Authorities 
which firſt led me to uſe Sea-Water, and after- 
wards confirmed me in the Knowledge of its 
Virtues.

Afterwards the Cure was perfected by the Help 
of Balſam of Capivi and Loaf. ſugur, tho' there 
ſeemed to be no Occaſion for it, nor do I think it 
ſo neceſſary after this Method as after the common 
Way of Cure; for I know no other Benefit ari- 
ling from Salt-Water than Purging; and as the 
Nitre in Sal Polychireſt and Sal Prunella relieves the 
Strangury, ſo I think in like manner the Sulphur 
and Salt contained in Sea-Water are beneficial ;

An APPENDIX Concerning SEA-WRECK, 
or Quercus Marina. 


EA-WRECK, 1s a ſubmarine Plant, growing 
upon the Rocks and Shores; and by Reaſon 
| of a certain native Soap, is ſo flippery, that it 
makes the Feet ſlide of thoſe who walk upon the 
Rocks to which 1t adheres. Enquiring more cu- 
| nou{ly into this Matter, I found the Plant about 
the End of July burſting its Veſicles or Pods, 
and pouring out a ſoapy Juice upon the Rocks 
and Shores. About. Autumn the Plant thoots a- 
freſh from the Branches of the Year paſt; at 
every flowing of the Tide, the Branches float in 
the Water by the Help of certain Veſicles, or

WHEN y you was at Oxford ſome Time ago, 


and conſulted with me and Doctor TLeuis 
about your Son, we often diſcourſed upon Medi- 
cinal Subjects, and eſpecially on certain Medi- 
cines that were leſs known, or little underſtood. 
Amongſt theſe Diſcourſes, we mentioned Sea 


Water, which you yourſelf had uſed long ago in 


the Cure of the Scurvy, and many Diſeaſes ari- - 
ſing from Tumors of the Glands, and as you in- 


tended to write a full Differtation upon Sea Ma- 
er, you deſired me to communicate to you any 
Remarks I had made upon the Uſe of it, I there- 
fore perform my Promiſe in lending at length 
the following Caſe. 

Auguſe 28, 1744. The Wife of a Cham 


lving in the Country, came to me, who was 


Mother of many Children : She was of a very 


robuſt Conſtitution, and full of blood : her Hair

When ſhe was free from theſe Symptoms 
ſhe had a tolerable Appetite, without any Incl. 
nation to vomit ; no Nauſea after eating, or In. 
flation of the Belly; nor any Pains in the Bowel, 
But upon the Attack of the Colic her Pulle.w; 
ſtrong and quick, her Tongue rough and yelloy. 
iſh, her Body bound, and the Fæces whitiſh: 
her Urine. was thick, and ſometimes red, and of. 
tener of a Saffron Colour. When therefore I had 
conſidered that this fixed and ſettled Pain chiefly 
continued in the right Hypochondrium, and never 
moving towards the Navel, nor near the Kid. 
neys, nor to the left Side, and that it was en. 
creaſed by Riding and Exerciſe, or any vehement 
Motion ; upon this I judged the Diſeaſe owed 
its Riſe and Increaſe not to any acrid Matter, or 
to a Redundancy of the bilious Humour, but to 
Stones, either in the biliary Ducts of the Liver, 
or in the Gall-Bladder.

I ordered all her Stools to be dilated with warm

but becauſe the Colic Pain ſoon after returned, 
the 2d and 13th Day of September the Purge was 
repeated, as before "ok and with the {ame 
Succeſs, for the Fæces being waſhed, there was 


found a great many Stones like thoſe before 


mentioned. 
She ſaid at Oxford, and continued the Uſe of 


theſe Medicines five Weeks, for the moſt part 
free from the Jaundice, and the Colic Pain, and 
almoſt every Day voided ſome Stones by Stool. 
When ſhe was upon her Return home, I ad- 
viſed her to go to Bath for the ſake of Bathing, | 
and Drinking the Water, by the joint help of 
which I had obſerved many Perſons have reco- 
vered their Health i in, theſe kind of Diſeaſes ; but

as her Domeſtic Affairs would not permit her to 
take this Journey, I adviſed her not to uſe the 
Medicines ſo often, but to drink half a Pint of 


| Sea Water every Morning at five o' Clock; and 


afterwards to ſleep an Hour or two, to take off or 
avoid the Thirſt which 1s commonly troubleſome 


; after drinking Sea Water. Some Months after 


J was informed that this Woman had voided 
above three hundred Stones and continued in 


Health, and free from Pain: and being with 
Child, about two Years afterwards, ſhe was 


brought to bed of a ſtrong healthy Child; and ſhe 
is ill alive and well, and free from the jaundice, 
and very rarely troubled with the Colic Pain. 

I remember a Man, before I was acquainted 


| with the Virtues of Sea Water, whoſe Bowels 


produced ſuch a large Quantity of bilious Matter 


| that was converted into Stones, that he felt him- 
| ſelf as it were inwardly bound with Iron Chains, 


and always complained of this to his Phyſicians ; 


and as I often inſpected His Stools, they looked 


like Bits of Brickbats wrapt up in the Fæces. 

I have known likewiſe, that Stones have been 
formed in the Gall-Bladder ſo large that they 
could by no means paſs through the Cyſtic Duct. 

A Gentlewoman of a good Family, remarkable 
for the Gifts of Fortune, was very often torment-

In 
the Year 1744, where I then was the 19th cf 


June, being at her Houfe in Buckmghamſhire, ſhe 
was ſuddenly taken with the ſharpeſt Convulſion,

Pain, and being ſeized with a very acute Fever 
and an Inflammation of the Bowels, ſhe died in 
ſeven Days ; at laſt the Anatomical Knife dil.

any Symptoms of the Jaundice, I have neither 


| Leiſure nor Skill to diſcover what may be the 


State of the Blood, or what the Condition of 
the Liver that generates ſuch a Quantity of Bil, 
or that diſpoſes the Body to form theſe kind of 
Stones: My Deſign is only to obſerve what great 


Power the daily drigking of Sea Water has in 


curing theſe Diſtempers, joined with Remedie 
compoſed of Quickſilver ad Soap. 

There is allo another Caſe that is worthy of 
Notice, in which I lately experienced Sea Water 
to be extreamly beneficial. 

A Youth of fxteen, a Scholar of Wincheſter 
School, of a ſlender acid lax Habit, growing ſud- 
denly tall, and therefore weak, loving the Water, 


and ſwimming well, laſt "REN uſed to go into 


the ne! ebouring River twice or thrice a Day, 
and ſwim in it too long, and often came home 
faint, and ſhivering with Cold. 

About the End of the Summer he complained 
to the Apothecary of a Dryneſs in his Belly, and 


of being unuſually bound; upon which he took 


a purging Draught, ang an | opening 2 8 
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by the Uſe of which the Symptoms immediately 
diſappeared, and the Lad . himſelf pretty 
well. 

About the Middle of September, 1748, his 
School- fellows obſerved him making ſtrange 
Motions with his Hands and Arms, and his Eyes 
ſtaring and diſtorted, his Head lying ſometimes 
upon one Shoulder, and ſometimes on the other 
while ſpeaking, and other ridiculous Motions of 
his Limbs, ſuch as Sydenham deſcribes in the Diſ- 
eaſe called St. Vitus's Dance. At laſt he was 
taken with a Lameneſs of his left Leg, ſo that he 
could ſcarce croſs his Bed-chamber without the 
Help of his School-tellows. 

The moſt eminent Dr. Mead rightly aſcribes 
theſe Symptoms rather to a Relaxation than to a 
Diſtention of the Nerves; and indeed in this 
Youth the Muſcles of the Tongue and Pharynx, 
or upper Part of the Gullet, were ſo relaxed that 
he could ſcarcely ſpeak any Words articulately, 
or {wallow. any Food.

are recommended in theſe kind of Diſtempers by 
the moſt approved Authors: He took Care allo 
to have Bliſters applied to the N ape of his Neck, 
and Wriits 

About the Beginning of November, when 
. grew worſe I was conſulted : Then I 


adviſed 
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adviſed bleeding eight or ten Ounces on the "th 
of November; that on the eighth the "La 
ſhould be repeated, becauſe the new Moon waz 
the next Day ; for the eminent Dr. Mead, and 
other ſkilful Authors in Phyſic, have r ightly ob. 
ſerved, that theſe kind of Diſeaſes grow worſe 
about that Time. I alſo deſired the Patient 
might take an Electary twice a Day, compoled 
of Peruvian” Bark, the great wild Valerian Roy, 
and Cinnabar of Antimony. I further adviſed to 
ſend him immediately to Southampton, as well for 
the Convenience of drinking the Sea Water, as 
for going into the Sea' inſtead of a Cold Bath, 
Being carried thither he was put into the Sea the 
17th of November, and afterwards every other 
Day. 
November. 23. After the fourth Time of going 
into the Sea, he was much better, although this 
Night being full Moon he grew a little worſe. 
November 24. This Night and every Day 
after, he drank half a Pint of Sea Water, either 
going to Bed or early in the Morning, and bathed 
in the Sea every Day. 
Nov. 27. Every thing being changed for the 
better, the odd Motions of his Hands and Fingers 
being much leſs frequent, and the Uſe of his 
Tongue freer ; being tired of taking Phyſic, [ 
perſuaded him to depend entirely upon drinking 
Sea Water, and Bathing therein, laying aſide all 
other. Medicines. 

Nov. 30. Within three Days his Appetite 
returned, his Limbs were ſtronger, and his 
Words pronounced more articulately. 

December 12. He came from Bathing daily 
briſker and ſtronger, and readier in expreſſing 


his Words. Neither on the gth Day of the 
M.onth, 
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Month, though the new Moon was at Hand, 
had he any Convulſions or Trembling, or the 
leaſt Increaſe in any Symptom of his Diſtemper. 
Therefore, I ordered him to continue in the ſame 
Method till he had recovered his perfect Health. 
an. 11. Being informed by a Letter, that 
the Youth was intirely recovered, I adviſed him 
to return to his former Method of Living by 
| Degrees; that 1s to ſay, Firſt, That he ſhould 
hathe in the Sea, three Times, then twice, and 
then only once a Week ; and ſhould drink the 
Sea Water not ſo often, and in leſs Quantity, 
or only every other Night or Morning. 

Feb. 8. The Patient came to Oxford, healthy 
and ſtrong, to fee his Friends, and take ſome Re- 
creation, intending ſoon to return to Wincheſter.

the Liver, which afflicted Auguſtus Ceſar after his 
Journey to Spain, as Suetonus relates; yet they 
who give an Account of the Emperor's 8 Cale, 
differ ſo much in their Relations, that we can 
draw no Inferences from hence for Practice. 
But I have very often found Sea Water fer- 
viceable in the Jaundice, and Celfus mentions 
Salt Water, and ſalted Wines, as the chief Re- 
medies in the Jaundice ; but indeed, I never 
ordered the Bathing till the ObſtruQions of the 
Liver were partly removed.

it is abſolutely neceſſary to take another Purge 
and indeed, if the Evacuation procured by purg- 
ing is ten times greater than what is naturally uſual 
yet as the Annotator on Sanctorius "ny it 
does not weaken the Patient more than if the 
Evacuation by Perſpiration was doubled; but 
cold Sea Water renders the whole' Habit healthy 
and ſtrong, and though perhaps it will not entireh 
cure a Pally ; yet with proper Evacuations pre- 
miſed, joined with internal Remedies, it is ge.

But where this Salt fails, and is not ſufficient 
to ſtrengthen the Tubes of the Veſſels, the Veſſels en 
are thereby relaxed, and loſe their proper Tone, 
and alſo ſuffer the Fluids to paſs through 1mper- 
fectly ſecreted: Which happens in a Diabetts; 


Salt, which abounds in the Urine of all healthful 
Perſons, and reſembles the Sweetneſs of Honey, 
then preſently the Tone of the Kidneys being

will continue no longer than their Urine continues 
ſalt. Moreover, I remember to have ſeen Iſſues 
that were made upon the Shoulders againſt ſcor- 
butic Palſies, that were continued for the Space 
of many Years without Danger; but when the 
Patient was at length ſeized with a Diabetes, 
then the Iſſues ſpread wider every Day, as long as 
the Urine continued {weet. And although the 
Spirit of Sal Ammoniac reſiſted the growing Evil 
better than any other Remedy, and rendered the 
Fibres of abrighter Colour, yet this always ſeemed 
to me, as 1t were, to give Place flowly to the 
Enemy, For if the Force of the Diabetes was 
not broke by the Bark, nor any other Helps, and 
the Saltneſs of the Urine did not return, the Edges 
of the Iſſues uſed to mortify, and the Patient 
generally ſunk under the Diſeaſe ; although the 
Surgeon, at the ſame time, omitted nothing that 
the greateſt Skill in the Art could ſuggeſt. 
I was the more willing to relate this Caſe, 
becauſe when the Iſſues were upon the Shoul- 
ders, there ſeems to be no other Cauſe to produce 
is Misfortune than the Diſeaſe alone. And 


how much the Salts of the Gall, rather than any 
hers, conduce to form cutaneous Eruptions, 
| K | appears 
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appears from the Eryſipelas, and from more than 
onekind of ſcabby Eruptions, as alſo from certain 
furfuraceous Foulneſs of the Skin, where the 
Matter with which the Puſtules are filled, is 
yellow, and deeply tinged with Gall. And theſe 
Eruptions are cured, not by changing the ſaline 
State of the Blood, which is a very tedious and 
troubleſome Work, but by bringing away. a 
greater Quantity of Gall from the Liver, by the 
- Uſe of Purgatives. This plainly appears by Dr. 
Friend's ſhort Treatiſe De Eæcretione Inteſtinal, 
Therefore we ought to eſteem Salt neceſſa 
to preſerve the Tone of all the Parts, leſt whilſ 
they are continually ated upon by a certain pro- 
pelling Force, they ſhould loſe their Power and 
Strength, and be enervated, and by their Weak. 
neſs and Slaggiſhneſs give Riſe to Diſeaſes. 
But I have not mentioned theſe Things that 
you ſhould think I uſe the Sea Water in the Dia- 
betes, for I never tried it in this Diſeaſe; my 
Deſign was only to ſhew how much, in my Op:- 
nion, a due Proportion of Salt contributes to the 
Health of the Body. And indeed, that Salt is 
neceſſary to Health is. plainly demonſtrated by 
what Phyſicians obſerve, that thoſe Perſons who 
uſe little or no Salt with their Food, or who are 
but little aſſiſted by that internal Salt, either that 
this is carried off by the Flux of Urine, or other 
Excretions ; that ſuch Perſons do generally ex- 
hale a ſtrong, and putrid Smell. And further, 
that in ſuch Perſons the Food generally continues 
longer in the Stomach and Inteſtines, and alter 
Extraction of the Chyle a uſeleſs Load ſeems t0 
remain, and oppreſs the Fibres. 0 
And what great Benefit Sea Salt is to thole 
Animals that eat it with their Paſture, * 
WV Ee EEE wy . ear 
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eaſily appear upon a ſlight View. A large Quan- 
tity of Salt, taken in this manner, preſerves Sheep 
free from the Diſtemper which the Shepherds 
call the Rot, which Diſeaſe is often produced by 
wet and rich Paſtures, that are not ſeaſoned with 
Salt: And Examples of this kind are well 
known, and very common in this Country. 

For if you drive Sheep that are very ſound 
into moiſt Paſtures, that are ſubject to the Over- 
flowing of Rivgrs, and the damp Vapours of the 


Spring and Autumn, thele Symptoms generally 


follow. At firſt the Sheep become ſuddenly very 
fat and briſk, but ſoon after grow dull and heavy- 
eyd; ſoon after a vaſt Number of Animalcules 
breed in the Paſſage of the Gall ; then the Liver 
is tainted, and filled with innumerable Tubercles 
and watery Veſicles; then livid and ſcorbutic 
Spots ariſe in the Skin; then the Wool is eaſily 
plucked off, or rather falls off. In theſe Circum- 
ſtances they call it the Dry Rot. But when theſe 


watry Veſicles are burſt, and the Water is col- 


lected in the Abdomen, it is then called the Wet 
Rot. But if you drive Sheep to feed in thoſe 
Places that are waſhed by every Tide of the Sea 
and are therefore ſalt, then you will find the Rot, 
and all thoſe Symptoms, ſuppreſſed by Sea Salt, 
ſo that there will be no Animalcules in theſe 


Sheep, but they will rather be ſound and health- 


tul for a long Time. 


I will alſo add, that when Horſes are affected 
with ſcorbutic Eruptions, and the Horſe Doctors 


have tried all Means in vain, they often ſend 
the Horſes in this Extremity to the Salt Marſhes, 


by which the Diſeaſe is generally cured. 
And theſe are the Remarks, moſt learned Sir,

fying, and diſcuſſing Quality, under the Care of 
a very ſkilful Surgeon ; but all in vain, the Evi 
encreaſed every Day, and the Inflammation noy 
tended towards a Suppuration : Therefore, that 
the Bone underneath ſhould get no Damage, as 
ſoon at the Pus began to generate, the Abſceſ; 
was opened by the Help of a Cauſtic, and all pol.

„Waters, who believe they are purging; for 


they have directly the contrary Qualities ; nor 
« are they digeſtible while they are crude, and 
rather bind the Body than open it.” * 

This I imagine ſhould be underſtood of Wa- 
ters that are ſaturated only with common Salt, as 
thoſe in Che/ſure, Worceſterſhire, and in ſeveral 
Parts beyond the Seas. Thoſe that live upon 
ſalted Meat are generally coſtive, which perhaps 
would not be the Caſe if the Makers of Salt were 


not too careful in ſeparating the common Salt 


from the bitter Lye, which abounds with the 


purging Salt : For Fleſh Meat falted with Bay 
Salt is not rendered ſo very hard, becauſe it has 


Ja Mixture of this bitter Salt. 


2. Bitter Salt, whether diuretic or cathartic, 
1s very good to open Obſtructions, as being the 
moſt penetrating of all Salts, except thoſe that are 
corroſive. Hence the Virtue of Sea Water is prin- 
apally derived, of purging both by Stool and 
Urine, as well as that of opening the Obſtructions 
of the Glands, I mean when taken inwardly. 

I have often freed Boys from the Obſtructions 
of the Meſentery, by the Uſe of Ens Veneris or 
the Martial Flowers, with Atſiops Mineral, 
purging them now and then at proper Intervals

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with Calomel and Rhubarb ; and no doubt others 
have done the ſame Thing. Now as Sal Am. 
moniac is a principal Ingredient in the Marty 
Flowers, and if it contributes any Thing b. 
wards the Cure of theſe Diſorders, we mutt je. 
member that it is made of Urine and the bitter 
Lye which contains Epſom Salt. And whatere 
Virtue Sea Plants may have when given as Me. 
dicines, Sal Ammoniac has the ſame when united 
with Deobſtruents; for Inſtance, Cinnabar of 
Antimony. But then, if the Patient is of a cold 
Conſtitution, inſtead of giving crude Sal Ammo. 
niac, it will be beſt to ſubſtitute the Marti 
Flowers; and if with either of theſe the diſeaſel 
Perſon has been purged between whiles, I hare 
known the ſtrumous Swellings to diſappear ſooner 
than by drinking Sea Water. This is no un. 
common Practice, for the Perſians are not unac- 

uainted with this Salt in the Cure of the King 
Evil, becauſe it enters internal Compoſitions in. 
tended againſt that Diſeaſe, as appears from the 
own Diſpenſatory, No. 20. and 126.

His Compoſition, which he calls Thaſjomet:, he 
direfts to be made with equal Parts of Honey, 
Sea and Rain Water, which is to be clarified, 
and then be ſet in the Sun in a 3 Veſſel, 
during the Dog days. He likewiſe recommends

That it is prejudicial to the Stomach when

* brings away Phlegm. That being applied hot 


* externally, it is drawing and diſcutient.” 


When a chronic Diſeaſe is not hereditary, or - 


contracted by any evident Cauſe, I ſuppoſe it 
makes its Progreſs in the following Manner. 


Firſt of all inſenſible Perſpiration is obſtructed 


from the frequent erroneous Uſe of the ſix Non- 
naturals, and the digeſtive Power of the Stomach 
begins to grow languid. Hence the Aliment is 


imperfectly digeſted, and a viſcid Phlegm, by 


little and little, adheres to the Stomach and In-

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teſtines ; and when theſe are beſet with Phlegm 
or viſcid Excrements, there can be no due de. 
cretion by the inteſtinal Glands, inſomuch that ;

its Temperature being vitiated, its Circulation 
through the capillary Veſſels will be irregylar 2 
well as the Secretion-of the Humours through 
the Glands of the whole Body, eſpecially the leaſt 
and of the nervous Fluid by the Brain. 
When Things are in this Situation, thoſe who 
have ſtrong vital Stamina may, by their Mean, 
keep off the impending Diſeaſe for ſome Time 
thinking they have no need of the Phyſician 
Help. However at length, though by flow De. 
orees, ſome chronical Diſeaſe appears, but of 
what Kind, perhaps, may be learnt from the 
Nature of the firſt Error, or the Patient's Dict 

and Way of Life, or from his having ſomething 
particular in his Conſtitution. 

When the Rickets and King's Evil are not 
hereditary, they ariſe from Errors in Diet, or from 
the over Care and Tenderneſs of the "Ha or 
from the Omiſſion of timely Remedies, when the 
Bodies of little Infants are ſubject to various Ob- 

ſtructions, and fall into one or other of theſ 
Diſeaſes. 

When the Habit of Body is plethoric, acute 
Diſeaſes are commonly generated. And yet in 
phlegmatic Conſtitutions, this Habit may produce 
Infarctions of the Bowels, and the Symptoms of 
certain chronic Diſeaſes may be exaſperated. 

It is therefore no Wonder that the Medicine 
that carries Phlegm from the Stomach and In. 
teſtines downward by its internal Uſe, and reduces 

the Circulation of the Blood, and the Secretion 


of the Fluids to their natural State by its 4 
| terna 


Sed Ao Ani ae. 
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| ternal Uſe, ſhould be proper for the Cure of theſe 

Diſeaſes before they have taken too deep a Root, 
eſpecially ſince they ſtrengthen the Body at the 
ſame Time, when bathed in, or applied by Way 
of Fomentation to any particular Part. 

What the Ancients ſpeak of the diſcutient 
| Virtue of Sea Water, may be referred to its ex- 
ternal Uſe ; and as, when drank, it almoſt comes 
in Contact with the inteſtinal Glands, thereby 
opening their Obſtructions, it may be ſaid to act 
as a Topic in that Reſpect. 

However, we ought to be cautious in the Uſe 
of Sea Water, either Way ; for thoſe who are of 
hot Conſtitutions ſhould never drink it, for it 
corrodes the Inteſtines of ſuch, and by a conſtant 
Uſe pumiſhes them very ſeverely. _ 

Not that there 1s any Thing deleterious in 
Sea Water, but becaule 1t 1s unfriendly to Bodies 
thus conſtituted, Likewiſe thoſe ſhould abſtain 


from it, who are hectic, who are ſubje& to 
Looſeneſſes, and who are diſordered after taking a

I have known that Sea Water would not 
| purge at all, and then it created a very great 
Uneaſineſs in the Stomach, which did not ceaſe 
ill the Patient had taken a gentle Cathartic. 
Others, who have drank it unadviſedly, have been 
by its Acrimony thrown into an almoſt incurable 
Dy: and which has ſometimes proved 
atal, 
It will gently open the Bodies of the Phlegma- 
ic, ſtrengthening the Stomach, and reſtoring its 
Heat, when it has been oppreſſed by a Load of 
Phlegm, and will revive the Appetite, provided 
the Doſe is not too large.

But for what Reaſon ſome 
Phyſicians purge their Patients who are going tg 
be purged by drinking the Sea Water, or why 
preſcribe the drinking of 1t to all who uſe i It as 3 
Bath, let them anſwer ; it is none of my Buſineſ, 
The Phyſicians of our own Country have 
written very accurately of cold Bathing „ Without 
depreciating that in the Sea. But for my Part 
I think the latter is much preferable to the for- 
mer, becauſe the ſpecific Gravity of the Sen 
Water is increaſed by the Salt. Beſides the Sal, 
as a Stimulus, is an efficacious Cleanſer of the 
Glands of the Skin, and thoſe who come out of 
the Bath perceive a Kind of Firmneſs with 
Heat over the whole Surface of their Bodies, 
which 1s a Forerunner of re-eſtabliſhed Health, 
But if this Heat does not come on ſpontaneouſh, 
it is to be procured by moderate Exerciſe. Be- 
ſides, 1t receives a remarkable Increaſe of Virtue 
from the purging Salt, which Hoyer affirms to 
be the very Nitre wherewith the cold Bath; 
of the Ancients, ſo much cried up, were {atu- 
— 
Sea Water therefore is not imply a cold Bath, 
but a cold medicated Bath. But whatever Virtue 
this Water may have, we cannot lo exactly cal 
culate its Force, as to determine what Number 
of Immerſions are ſufficient for the Recovery ol 
any particular Patient. Yet many are ſo filly a 
to expect this, and ſometimes Phyſicians are 0 
raſh as to pretend to comply with their Ke.

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Whatever Precautions the Authors above cited

Oribaſius obſerves, that * whoever intends to 


« hathe ſhould have his Body well rubbed before 
hand, and that he ſhould plunge into the 
Water at once. To this may be added, that 
a Patient ſubject to an Eryſipelas will, by bathing 
in Sea Water, cauſe it to return; I remember two 
remarkable Inſtances of this Kind, One of the 
Patients not believing that Sea Water could have 
any ſuch Effect, would need bathe in it again 
ſoon after his Recovery, which cauſed the Eryſi- 
pelas to return, This was repeated three Times 
with the ſame Succeſs. The other, after having 
been once puniſhed, deſiſted. Profper. Alpinus 
formerly obſerved from the Writings of the Dog- 
matics, that Sea Water was prepudicial to an 


Eryſepdas. I ſuppoſe he means when uſed ex- 


ternally. | 

Sea Water uſed hot 1s of very great Service to 
ſoften Tumors, and in other Cafes as a Topic ; 
as has been found by Experience, ſupported by 
| the Authority of Hippocrates, which ſurely will 
lerve to ſtrengthen my Teſtimony. 

I ſhall proceed to mention the particular Diſ- 
eales in which Sea Water is beneficial, without 
entering into a particular Account of the Diſeaſe, 
any farther than the Method of Cure by this 
Means ; for we ought to ſuppoſe that the phar- 
maceutic Cure is well known to Phyſicians.

But there is another Scurvy of a milder Kind, 
to which our Countrymen are ſubject, which 
tho' it apes ſome of the Symptoms of the above 
Diſeaſe, yet it may be horne a long while without 
any remarkable Inconvenience, nor does it pro- 
ceed with the ſame Rapidity and Cruelty as the 
other, unleſs it be very ſeldom. But if any ſhould 
affirm that it differs rather in Degree than Kind 
from the other, they are welcome to enjoy their 
own Opinion, for it is not worth diſputing about. 
This Diſeaſe, which I call a milder Scuroy, 
generally proceeds from Errors in Diet, that is, 
from eating ſalt and high-ſeaſoned Proviſions; 
as alſo from a Neglect of Exerciſe, without any 
Fault in the Air or Water, unleſs fermented 
Liquors may be reckoned as ſuch. There is a 
great Variety of Symptoms, of which the chief 
are a Laxity of the Gums, a Laſſitude of the 
Body and Members, eſpecially in a Morning: 
An itching of the Skin, when the Patient is a 
litle hot: Puſtules, and Breakings out in the 
Skin of various Kinds, wandering Pains, and 
other Things which PraGitioners are well ac- 
quainted with. 5 
When this Diſeaſe attacks phlegmatic Conſti- 
tutions, it is called the cold Scurvy : When it 
mvades the bilious, or thoſe of a hotter Tempe- 
rament, it is diſtinguiſhed by the Name of the 
hot SCUM. .

I never adviſed any of theſe Patient 
to drink Sea Water, becauſe I have known the

ally the Eruptions of the Skin; nor was this done 
by driving the morbific Matter to the Surface of 
the Body, but by increafing the Diſeaſe by the 
hot Acrimony of the Sea Water. I dare ng 
venture to affirm that this is the Caſe of all, for 
human Bodies are ſo differently conſtituted, that 
one Medicine cannot be depended upon to cure 
the ſame Diſeaſe in various Conflitutions. 
In both Kinds of this Diſeaſe the Blood is ren. 
dered leſs apt for Circulation and Secretion, eſpe. 
cially by the Glands of the Skin. Hence bathing WWW 
is proper for both, as I have known confirmed 
by a Multitude of Examples. 
What Sea Water will do in the Cure of the 
Scurvy in Sailors, I know nothing from Expe- 
nence, and without that all Conjectures are fri- 
volous and vain. But perhaps it may prevent 
this Diſeaſe in thoſe who have regular Stools.

There is another Kind of Atrophy, to which 
Infants and Children are ſubject, which ariſes 
from an Infarction of the Mouths of the lacteal 
Veſſels, by a viſcid Matter, and from an Ob- 
ſtruction of the Glands of the Meſentery ; whence 
theſe little Creatures are almoſt ſtarved to death;

the Cauſes, he will find I have not mentioned

From what has been ſaid it will appear, that 
this Method of Cure is no Invention of the Mo- 
derns, but was known to the Fathers of Medicine 
while it was in its Infancy. However, I would 
by no Means have Patients or Phyſicians look 
upon it as a Panacea to be uſed unadviſedly in any 
Caſe, much leſs to recommend it as the one Thing 
wceſſary for thoſe Diſeaſes in which it is ſervice- 


able: For we ſhould enquire into the natural 


Diſpoſition of the Body of the Patient, as well 
as into the Genius of the Diſeaſe. Inſomuch that 
we ſhould not only conſider what will cure this 


Diſeaſe, but what is moſt convenient for this 


Patient in this Diſeaſe at this Time; for I well 
know that ſome of theſe Diſeaſes beforementioned, 
will ſometimes want the Aſſiſtance of other Re- 
medies; that many of them may be cured by 
other Methods, and that almoſt all of them are 
lometimes incurable. | | 


However, the Uſe of Sea Water in theſe Diſ- 


eales is not to be neglected; and yet to ſay the 
Trath, whatever peculiar Virtue the Sea Water 


may 
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may have, it ſeems to me to depend entirely upon 
bathing, and its external Uſe. For you may re. 
member in the firſt Caſe while it was uſed 011 
internally, the external Uſe being omitted, the 
Diſeaſe grew worſe. Likewiſe the Patients in 
the fifth and ſeventh Caſes received no Benefit 
from drinking it, and bathing together; but a; 
ſoon as the former was ſuſpended, the good Effect 
plainly appeared. Beſides, I never met with any 
Patient that was relieved by the purging Virtue 
of Sea Water, that would not have received the 
ſame Benefit from other Cathartics, appropriated 
to his particular Caſe, when the ſame Aſſiſtances 
were uſed along with them, I mean bathing in, 
and the external Uſe of Sea Water : For when 
the Humours are brought to ſuch a State, as to 
be ſafely carried off by Stool, it 1s of little Con- 
ſequence what Medicament is made Uſe of for 
that Purpoſe, provided a due Regard 1s had to the 
peculiar Conſtitution of the Patient, and the Na. 
ture of the Diſeaſe. But it may be done by other 
Means; it may be done by Sea Water in Caſes 
wherein it is judged to be proper.

than other Purges. Beſides, it is the mildeſt of 
all hot acrid Purges ; likewiſe it may be looked 
upon as a warm diuretic: and from theſe two Qua- 
lities all the Effects of Sea Water taken inwardly 
may be deduced. I have ſometimes tried what 


it would do as an Alterative given in a ſmall 


Doſe, but I never could perceive the leaſt Ad- 
vantage from the Uſe of it, = 
Thus have I ſaid all that I intended concern- 


ing Sea Water ; and whoever will credit my 


Allertions, and attend to the Conſequences that 
may fairly be deduced from them, will never have 
Occaſion to repent. But if any Perſon ſhould 
think all that I have ſaid of no Value, he is wel- 
come; for I ſhall not endeavour to perſwade him 
to the contrary, . 

I could have added a great Number of Caſes to 
confirm all that I have advanced, but I thought 
it needleſs to ſtuff this Treatiſe with ſuch a tedi- 


ous Collection. Things that are true cannot be 


made more ſo by a Multitude of Examples. Be- 
lides, I was afraid of diſguſting the Reader, if I 
inſiſted too long upon inſtauces of this Kind, 
wich related chiefly to my on Practice. And 
lome would be apt to ſay I was writing a Treatiſe 
on myſelf, rather than Sea Water. 

There may be ſome Things in which I ſeem to 
caſh with Dr. Ruffſel's Account of Sea Water, 
and ſome may think I have done it with Dehgn.

But indeed the beſt Corrector is the Uſe of it 
prudently directed. > = 

It is my Cuſtom, if the State of the Diſeaſe 
will bear it, to abſtain from all other Medicines 
during the Uſe of Sea Water; though I muſt 
acknowledge, that in ſome grievous Diſeaſes, 
Helps of all Kinds ſhould be called in. How- 
ever, when you are trying the Effect of one Me- 
dicine, if another be joined to it you will not be 
able to judge to which of the two the Effect is

The Hot Well Water newly drawn is of; 
whitiſh Colour, at leaſt ſometimes, which ; 
looſes gradually as it grows cold, and many ſmal 
Bubbles ariſe in it, after taken immediately front 
the Pump, for half a Minute or more, as though 
it were in a State of Fermentation, and theſ 
ſparkle, and ſeem to bound therein. The Cauſe 
0. this inteſtine Motion is ſuppoſed to be Air 
or ſome other elaſtic Subſtance, becauſe they 
roll over each other with great Facility, at. 
_ cording to Dr. Sutherland, and preſerve the Wa. 
ter from Putrefaction; though I muſt confeſs ! 
cannot ſce how this ſhould be a proof of hi 
Aſſertion. Es 

The Taſte is exceeding ſoit, pleaſant, and 
milky at the Spring Head, and very agreeable to 
the Stomach ; but it leaves a fort of Stypticity 
on the Palate. It is entirely without Smell, and 
is only lukewarm to the Touch. It keeps wel 
in Bottles that are well ſtopped, loſing only a 
Part of the elaſtic Air, which flies off belore 
the Corks can be put in. With regard to Che 
mical Experiments, if a Glafs of Water is pourec 
upon a few Grains of Sal Ammoniac, it imme 
diately diſſolves it, with a very ſenſible Etterve 
ſcence. A few Drops of the Spirit of Sal Ammo 
niac, made with Lime, dropped into a Glals 0 
Water, produces the ſame Effect. A Solutiono 
any fixed alcaline Salt, diſſolved by the Moiſtur 
of the Air, not only produces the fame Effed 
but renders the Water milky, which after it ba 
Rood a while, goes off, and leaves behind it 
light earthy Precipitate. When Soap is ditlolved 
and ſome of it dropped into a Glais of Water, | 
immediately curdles, and into a ſhort Time, th 
Surface will be covered with a greaſy rr 
| Wall 
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while the Water below loſes its Tranſparency, 
and becomes turbid. Oil of Tartar gives it a 
pluiſh white Cloud, and Spirit of Sal Ammoniac 
renders it white, as well as Lime Water. The 
Solution of Sugar of Lead precipitates a white 
Sediment, and that of Allum produces white 
Grumes, and a few Bubbles. Twenty Drops of 
the Solution of Silver, mixed with three a 
of the freſh Water, in three Hours time, made it 
appear, as if a ſmall Quantity of Ink had been 
dropped thereinto. 


Theſe ſeveral Experiments ſeem to declare, 


that there 1s ſome degree of an Acid, in the 


Briſol Water, though not diſcoverable by the

as appears from the Account given above of the 
calcareous Earth remaining after Evaporation. 
But what he ſays of their Expedition in bottling 
the Water, and corking 1t inſtantly to preſerve 
is Spirit; and the vaſt Quantities of Air Bubbles 
that riſe in it, when freſh filled and expoſed to 
the Sun, is certainly true; as alſo that it will not 
Jather with Soap unleſs firſt boiled. He obſerves 
farther, that it is a moſt plentiful Spring, though, 
le moſt others, it falls in dry Weather. It is 
allo obſervable, that they are obliged to leave off 
pumping a few Hours in the Day, for a Day or 
two before, and two or three Days after, every 
new and full Moon; becauſe at the times of the 
Spring Tides, the Salt Water of the River Avon 
uiually riſes very high, ſo as to break into the 
Hot Well Spring. But when there has been 
much Rain, and the Spring is full, it in a great 
Meaſure reſiſts the Spring Tides, and they affect 
it very little; however when the Seaſon is very 
dry, and the Spring low, it hurts the Hot Well 
conſiderably; and yet by continual pumping, 
the Water will be rendered bright and pure again 
as at firſt, Upon the whole, the lateſt Writers 
upon this Subject have concluded, that beſides 
the pure elemental Water, there is a volatile Spi- 
Nt, a vitriolic Acid, a marine Acid, a neutral 8 
Salt, and an abſorbent Earth. . 
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Of the Waters of BATH in Somerſetſhire. 


THERE are few Phyſicians that are ignorant 
of there being hot Mineral Springs in variq, 
Parts of the World, and that they were former 
thought to be heated by ſome ſubterranean Fire, or 
at leaſt that they had a Paſſage thro mineral Strat 
{þ that were actually hot; but the lateſt, and perhaps 
1 Ef the beſt Writers upon this Subject, though they 
1 do not deny a ſubterranean Heat, yet they he. 
lieve it is owing to the Stone called Pyrits 
| which conſiſts of ferruginous and ſulphureous Par- 
= ticles. But this perhaps is not univerſal, becauſe 
many of the Springs that are met with in Napl 
and S:cily, not far from the burning Mountain, 
molt probably owe their Heat to the actual Fires 
that are kindled in the Bowels of the Earth. 
They are of different Degrees of Heat, for 
ſome are only lukewarm, others will harden an 
Egg, and others will boil fleſh Meat ſooner than 
a Kitchen Fire. Some pretend that the Springs 
in Ireland are ſo hot, that they will boil a Piece 
of Beef in a Quarter of an Hour's Time, which 
is altogether improbable. What is ſaid of other 
hot Springs is more likely to be true, namely, 
3 that they will kill any Animal that falls thereto. 
But whatever the Cauſe be of Heat in thele 
Waters, it is certain it is not proportionable to 
the mineral Subſtances diſſolved and contained 
in them; becauſe ſome of them when cool are as 
clear and well taſted as any other Water, and a 
* Healthful to drink. However it is certain that 
many of theſe Waters are impregnated with Sul- 
- phur, Bitumen, Sea Salt, Natron, Earth and Iron, 


in various Combinations and different Propo- 
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lions. This is partly evident from the hot Springs 
in ſome Parts of Italy, where Bitumen or Petro- 
eum are often ſeen to ſwim on the Surface; 


and there are others which ſend off Vapours that 
will take fire if a Candle is held near them; but 


this laſt Circumſtance is not always accompanied 


with hot or warm Water, ſince the Spring is 
oſten found to be actually cold. There is an In- 
tance of this Kind at Broſby in Shropſſiire. Hence 
it appears, that nothing can be determined about 
the Nature of hot Springs mn general, any more 
than concerning cold mineral Waters; for 
which Reaſon a chemical Analyſis will be always 
proper to determine their Nature in Part; for I 
am afraid it will be inſufficient to diſcover their 
Nature ſo fully as to be able to determine their 
medicinal Effects therefrom. 7 
A ſmall Quantity of the Bath Waters, when 
viewed by itſelf, appears clear and tranſparent; 
but when beheld in the Bath, the Surface has a 
eentſh Caſt, or it is rather of a Sea Colour. 
The Smell is not very agreeable, eſpecially of the 
hot Bath; and when it is quite freſh, it has a ſoft 
and milky Taſte ; but when carried to a Diſtance,

it is ſomewhat nauſeous and faltiſh. Dr. Baynard, 


who was ſufficiently acquainted with theſe hot 
Springs, afhrms, that in a great Drought, and 
when the Wind is about North Eaſt, the Water 
is ſomewhat acidulated with a volatile Gas, not 
much unlike the grateful Acid of the German 
Spay Water. | 
The Country about Bath is very hilly and un- 
even, but the Hills he pretty a7 ert and they 
are generally rocky and ſteep from South- weſt 
and by Weſt to North-eaſt and by North. The 
whole Face of the Country, within five or ſeven 
N 9 Ons OO Ry Miles, 
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Miles abounds with Coal Mines; but there 25.

ſome of Lead at Bury in Glouceſterſhire, which I, 
to the North of this Place, about four or five 

Miles diſtant. 

The Town and Baths are of very great Anti.

The Town and circumjacent Country general- 
ly abound with cold Springs ; and in ſome Places 
the hot and cold ariſe very near each other.

The Water of theſe Baths is ſaid to be twenty: 
two Grains in a Pin heavier than diſtilled Wa- 
ter ; and that at the different Seaſons of the Year, 
the Water of each Bath, when tried by a Ther- 
mometer, has always been invariably the ſame. 
But this 1s contrary to what the Guides have ex- 
perienced ; tho' they perhaps will not be allowed 
to be ſufficient Judges. There is one remarkablc 
Circumſtance, that this Water will keep its Heat, 
for ſeventeen Hours or longer, in a froſty Day, 
and when the Window is kept open all that time; 
which Water heated to any Degree by Fire wil 
not do. There is a conſiderable Difference in the 
Heat of different Baths, inſomuch that ſome have 
oblerved, that a Patient can better endure to re- 
main four Hours in the Croſs Bath, than an Hour 
and a Half in any of the reſt.

Bathing in them not only 
cures Contractions, but Relaxations of the Limbs, 
and reſtores loſt Senfe and Motion; but the Hot 
Bath and King's Bath are more ſtrengthening than 
the Croſs Bath, and fitter in cold Diſorders and 
phlegmatic Temperaments. That frequent Bathing 
is ſalutary and ſtrengthening, appears from the 
Guides, for they generally hive to a great Age 
and fome have been an hundred Years old. l. 
alſo appears from hence, that is, let two Childre 
be taken, of equal Strength and Vigour, and let 
one bathe and the other not; and that which has 
bathed ſhall be able to walk better and ſteadie 
at a Year old, than the other at fifteen Months, 
However it is obſervable, that Bathing is no 
proper in a Fit of the Gout; for if any one put 
his Feet into a Bath, while it is upon him, 1 
will cauſe it to rage much more, or will ſtrike 1 
in.

It is affirmed the 
Mud will ſoften hard Swellings, help Contractions 
of the Limbs, and diſſolve a ſizy Matter lying in 
any Part or Joint; it will allo diſperſe Wind that 
diſtends it, and ſtrengthen the Joints and nervous 
Parts, It has alſo been found beneficial in ſcald 
Heads and running Ulcers of the Head, being ap- 
plied as a Poultice till it grows dry; after which it 
mutt be waſhed off with warm Water. | 

Pumping any Part is now highly in Requeſt, 
becaule it is found more beneficial, in ſome Caſes, 
taan going into the Bath. Some receive from an 
hundred to two hundred, and ſometimes a thou- 
land Strokes and upwards ; but then when it is 
going to be left off, it muſt be done gradually, 


that is, there muſt be a greater Diſtance between 
the Strokes, and the Diſtance muſt be increaſed 
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by little and little. The moſt convenient Time i; 
in the Morning, or Evening, or near the Time 
going to Bed, when the Stomach is not full. It i; 

chiefly uſed in cold, fixed, inveterate Diſorders of 
the Head, Nerves, and Joints, particularly Con. 
tractions of the Tendons; but it does not at all 
agree with hot Tumors. Old Pains of the Am, 

Hip, and Back, that could not be cured by com- 
mon Remedies, have been removed by Pumping; 
but then the Part has received ſometimes three 
thouſand Strokes at a Time. An obſtinate Hip- 
gout was cured, firſt by pumping and then cup- 
ping, the Part, after it was well warmed by that 
Method. „ : 
The uſual Time of the Continuance of Bath. 

ing and Drinking is generally five or fix Weeks, 
and in an obſtinate Caſe they mult be repeated 
every Year till ſome Relief is found. The com- 
mon Quantity which is drank, is from a Pint to 

a Quart and half a Pint in a Day; but however 
ſome Phyſicians allow a great deal more in parti. 
cular Diforders, inſomuch that ſome are allowed 
a Gallon every Day ; but then they muſt begin 
with a Pint at a Time, and increaſe half a Pint 
every Day till they arrive at the utmoſt Doe, 
which muſt be leſſened again in like Manner. The 
Bath Waters always paſs, beſt fitting {till and lying 
in Bed; but the Patient muſt not ſleep till the 
Waters are pretty well gone off. If they pals oft 
too much by Stool, they ſhould be drank in ſmal 
Quantities, or in Bed. It is univerſally allowed, 
that the Waters are beit drank at the Founta!! 
Head, and yet in ſome Cafes they may be Crank 
when cool; that is, when Perſons are young and 
full of Blood, or when there is a Spitting of Blood 
but in this Caſe they are ſeldom preſcribed, .

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hoy have be drank with Succeſs ; and Okver 
oblerves, that in molt Diforders of the Lungs, 
they are better drank cold than hot. To what 


has been ſaid may-be added, that proper Ingre- 


gients may be mixed with the Bath Waters in va- 
ous Diſeaſes ; but this ſhould be left to the 
ſudgment of the Phyſicians at Bath, becauſe, 
from long Experience, they will be beſt able to 
tel what is proper, and what not. 1 


BUXTON WELLS mn Derbyſhire. 
BUX TON has been famous for having a hot and 


a cold Spring near each other; for a Perſon 
might put his Finger into the hot and this Thumb 
into the cold at the ſame Time; but however this 
may have been true formerly, thoſe that have 
been lately there affirm they can ſee nothing of it. 

Buxlon Well lies at the Bottom of a dirty Vil- 
lage of the ſame Name, and is near an Inn, 
which is digmfies by the Name of the Hall. It 
is a large commodious Houſe, and a great deal 
of good Company reſort thither in the Summer 
Time, and ſtay there for the Benefit of Bathing. 
The Air 18 good, and there are ſeveral Diverſions 


that Gentlemen may employ themfelves in; for 


there is Plenty of Grouſe or Moor Game for thoſe 
that love. Shooting, and of Trout and Grayling 
for thoſe that are fond of Fiſhing ; beſides others 
ok diſterent Kinds for the Ladies. They are ac- 
commodated with a good Afſembly-Room, in 
which the Company dine and ſup together, and 
aiter Supper they generally have a Ball, The 
Well is about a Stone's Caſt from the Houſe, and 
is covered with a handſome Building, it being a 
Section of a Rotunda ; the Infide is paved with 


Brick, and the Spring itſelf is ſurrounded with 


Stone. 
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Stone. The Walks are adjoining to the Well 
and are contained jn a Field, which is bounded 
on one Side with a pretty River, and on the other 
by a Lane. The Walks are not of Graf; or 
Gravel, but of pure natural Earth, ſtrewed ove 
with fine Aſhes, to prevent the Soil from ſticking 
to the Shoes. In the Middle of the Field there i; 
a Mount caſt up, and planted with Trees and 
Shrubs, which has a very fine Effect. 

The Water poſſeſſes an intermediate Degree of 
Heat, between thoſe of Bath and Briſtol; and i; 
the principal calcarious Water deſcribed by Dr. 
Short. The Heat is thus determined by that Ay. 
thor ; for he tells, that if five Eighths of a Quart 
of boiling Water be added to three Pints of River 
Water in Summer, it gives the exact Heat of 
Buxton Bath in that Seaſon. 

This Water has a ſweet and pleaſant Taſte, 
and when cooled, weighs eight or ten Grains in a 
Pint leſs than River Water. It depoſits a white 
Sediment when Oil of Tartar or Spirit of Hartl. 
Horn is added thereto; as alſo with the Solution 
of Sugar of Lead. It likewiſe exhibits a white 
Sediment with the Solution of Silver, and on 
Standing a white Purple. It will not tinge Silver 
when immerſed therein, nor does it ſhew any ev1- 
dent Signs of Sulphur ; however, it will brighten 
the Solution of Gold. Spirit of Vitriol and Oil 
of Sulphur will cauſe an Ebullition, and Galls, 

being ſoaked for four Days therein, will become 
green. Likewiſe Syrup of Violets will turn this 


Water to a greeniſn Colour. 


A Gallon of Buxton Water will yield about 
twenty Grains of a Sediment, which conſiſis 
chiefly of Lime Stone, Sea Salt, and a little cal- 


carious Nitre, and it is a temperate Bath, and a

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rery light Water. Some have thought it par- 
takes ſome what of Sulphur; but if it does, it is 
extremely volatile. 


It is not near ſo hot as Bath Water, and con- 


tins a much leſs Quantity of the impregnating 
Minerals ; for that, as obſerved above, has at 
{eaſt one hundred and thirty Grains of Sediment. 
Bath likewiſe has, among others, a ferruginous 
Principle, but Buxton is entirely without ; befides 
which the Quantity of Sea Salt is very inconſide- 
fable, the predominating Principle being rather

The Nature of Buxton Waters approaches 


much nearer to that of Briſtol than Bath, and it 


may be ſafely uſed both inwardly and outwardly, 
in thoſe Caſes where the Bath Waters are hurtful. 
It has relaxing, diluting, ſweetening, and atte- 
mating Qualities, and opens Obſtructions of the 
ſmalleſt Veſſels. It cools the Parts that are too 
hot, gently warms thoſe that are cold, and dries 
up thole that are moiſt. It is not followed with 
dweating, but rather a Coldneſs, and it is good in 
Conſumptions, for hot ſcorbutic Humours, and 
all Fluxions and Bleedings, as well as in hy- 
pochondriacal and hyſterical Caſes. It is alſo of 
great Uſe, both externally and internally in the 
regular Gout, in rheumatic and ſcorbutic Pains, 


in ſcorbutic Rheumatiſms, in Vomitings of Blood, 


and in inordinate Fluxes of the Piles, as well as 
m other Bleedings. It is proper in an Inflamma- 
non of the Liver, in too great a Heat and Ob- 
ſlruction of the Kidneys, and in Conſumptions 
oi the Lungs; in all which Caſes theſe Waters have 
been found ſucceſsful, even by external Uſe. In- 
ternally Experience has ſhewn that it is good in 


the Diabetes, in bloody Urine from a Weakneſs 
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in the urinary Paſſages, in the bilious Cholic, in 
want of Appetite, in cold Stomachs from hard 
Drinking, eſpecially of ſpirituous Liquors ; and 
in an Atrophy from a Sharpneſs of Blood, gcc.

ATLOCK 1s a Village Near Wrrkfworth 
in Derby/hire, and is ſeated Miles from 
Derby, ſeventeen. from Nottmgham, and fixteen 

from Sh field. It ſtands on the very Edge on the 
River Deruent, and is a very beautiful Place and 
finely ſituated, eſpecially for thoſe. that are fond 
of Solitude, or would divide their Time between 
that and - agreeable Society. The Bath con- 

fiſts of one uniform Range of Building, except 
an Outhouſe of handſome Lodging Rooms neatly | 
adjoining, and the Stables which are out of Sight 
of the Houſe. In the firſt Part of the Buildings 
there are two Baths, one for Gentlemen and the 
other for Ladies ; and the Entrance and Dreſſing 
Rooms are quite diſtin, 

The Ladies Bath is arched with Stone about 


ten Feet within the Surface of the Water, which 
| renders 
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enders it very cool and very private. Over the 
Baths are the Lodging Rooms for the Conve- 
nience of thoſe who bathe the ofteneſt. Beyond 
the Bath, on the Ground Floor, is a Range of 
Rooms, each capable of entertaining a Dozen 
People ; and at the farther End is a large Kitchen 


and a Servants Hall. In the Middle of the Build- 


ing is a grand Staircaſe, fronting the Top of which 
is the Muſic Room; and on the right Hand is 
the Aſſembly Room, which is large and commo- 
dious ; and there is a Paſſage out on the Side of a 
Hill, which rifes to a great Height, and ſhelters 
the back Part of the Houſe. 

The Company that comes to this Place are, 
for the Time being, in ſome Senſe, one Family;

This Bath is ſtill rendered more pleaſant by the 
Politeneſs of the Company, and from the Eaſineß 
of the Charges; for here they pay nothing tor 
Lodging nor Bathing, and the uſual Expences 1s 
Three Shillings a Day for Meals, and Tea 1n the 
Afternoon. There is no Maſter or Miſtreſs, be- 
cauſe the Structures were erected by the Sub- 
ſcriptions of divers Gentlemen round the Coun- 
try, who employ Servants to take Care of it and 
the Gueſts, to their no tmall Advantage. 
The Water of this Bath is not ſo hot as that 
of Briſtol; but it is very clear and emits no Steam, 
except in a cold Morning, or in the Winter Sea- 
ſon. It is a Penny-weight in a Pint lighter than 
common Water; and in the Neighbourhood 
there are found great Heaps of Petrifactions ol 
the calcarious Kind. It curdles with Soap, and

It 
diſcovers many minute Bubbles with Oil of Vi- 
triol, ſtill more with Spirit of Salt, which ſhows 
that this Water is an Abſorbent; and Dr. Shaw 
obſerves, that an Ounce of the Water will deſtroy 
the Acidity of a Drop of Oil of Vitriol. If it be 
boiled with an equal Quantity of Milk it will be- 
come curdled ; and it will turn green with Syrup 
of Violets : as allo to a deep Red with Logwood ;

During the 
Time of its Evaporation, it throws up a Scum 
like Lime Water, which will ferment with Spirit 
of Salt, and ſhews that it is of an abſorbent Na. 
ture. A Gallon will yield about two hundred 
and eighty four Grains of Sediment of a reddiſh 
white Colour, and of a bitter, ſaltiſh, and 
roughiſh Taſte. It deſtroys the Sourneſs of Acids, 
and makes a ſtrong Ebullition therewith ; it allo 
turns of a light Green with Syrup of Violets. The 
Proportion of Earth to the ſaline Parts 1s as bb to 
150; from whence appears the Reaſon of its fer- 
menting with and ſweetening Acids.

This Water is limpid, a little brackiſh, and 
nauſeouſly bitter; and ſometimes it acquires , 
difagreeable Smell when bottled.

HIS Village lies about two Miles South of 
Cobham, and twenty-two South Weſt of 
[don ; the Spring is commonly called Zefop's 
ell, and has been advertiſed in London, in the 
Year 1750, under. the Denomination of Stoke 
Mineral Water. In the Map of this County it is 
called Stoke Dalberon; and ſome name it Daborn 
or Dabornon. It is footed near the River Mole, 
nat runs between Leatherhead and Cobham, and 
5 in the Midway between thoſe Places. 
This Water is thought to contain more Salt 
than any Purging Water in England, as appears 
{rom the Experiments of Dr. Hales, which he 
lately communicated to the Royal Society. This 
Water has a nauſeous bitter Taſte, much like a 
Solution of the bitter cathartic purging Salt, 
generally known by the Name of Epſom Salt. 
When put up in Bottles ſome have a ſtrong diſ- 
agreeable Smell, and others not; and it is ob- 
ferrable that thoſe with the ſtrong Smell did not 
diſcolour Silver when immerſed therein. 

It will curdle with Soap, and a Solution of Salt 
of Tartar mixed therewith will precipitate a white 
grumous Sediment; it will do the ſame with Spi- 
nt of Sal Ammoniac, with a Solution of Silver 
and-another of Alun; - but then it will continue 
a clear as Lime Water. It will turn milky with 
the Solution of Sugar of Lead and let fall a white 
Sediment. It will ferment with Oil of Vitriol 
and Spirit of Salt, but with very ſmall Bubbles, 
whence it appears that it will deſtroy Acids.

North of Croydon, It has been long remarkable 
for its medicinal Springs, which were formerly 
much frequented, at leaſt ſince the Year 1671. 
They riſe out of a cold, ruſhy, clayey Ground, 
and are without Smell, eſpecially when carried to 
diſtant Places ; for Allen affirms they have a ſweet- 
iſh Smell upon the Spot. The Water has ſome- 


thing of a yellowiſh Tinge, and throws up 2 


Shim variegated with Copper, Blue, and Green 
Colours. 
This Water has ſomething of a brackiſh Taſte, 


the 
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the Spring Head it has a maukiſh Taſte, or rather 
one that is ſaline and nauſeous. bh 
A Gallon of this Water yields about two hun- 
dred Grains of Sediment, that has a brackiſh pun- 
gent Taſte, with very little Bitterneſs. The Salt 
has a penetrating brackiſh Taſte, with a ſtrong 
Flavour, and in the Air it becomes almoſt liquid. 
From the various Experiments made with this 
Water, it appears to be impregnated with a Salt, 
which is partly marine and partly nitrous, that is 
enveloped with a little Sulphur, and a greater Pro- 
rtion of abſorbent Earth. When it was moſt in 
Vogue, three Pints of it were boiled to a Pint and 
a Half, and given as a Purge; it operates both by 
Stool and Urine, and ſotne affirm, it works more 
briſkly than Epſom Water; however, others are 
of a contrary Opinion. It has been found uſeful 
in Diſorders of the Eyes. 


Of the PURGING WarzR of the Dog and Duck. 


HE Dog and Duck is a noted Public Houſe 
in St. George's Fields, in the Pariſh of Lam- 
beth; and the new Road to Deptford runs cloſe by 
it. The Fields about it are flat and level, and 
the Soil pretty deep ; below which there is Gravel, 


and a Bed of Clay, intermixed with Pyrites. It 


being ſo near London, it is greatly reſorted to, 
elpecially in the Spring and Summer, and there 
has been lately a large Room built, for the Di- 
verſion and Entertainment of the Drinkers. 

The Water is clear, and has very little Taſte, 
but it will let fall a white Sediment with a So-

According to the Ex- 
periment of Dr. Fothergill, a Gallon of this Wa- 
ter yielded two huudred Grains of Sediment, and 
Dr. Ruily tells us he gained ninety-ſix therefrom, 
which is of a dirty Colour, and has a pungent 
brackiſh Taſte ; it will grow damp in the Ar, 
will ferment with Vinegar, and very much with 
Oil of Vitriol, emitting an acid Fume. 

The Salt of this Water partakes leſs of an Acid 
than many other Waters of the ſame Claſs, and 
the earthy Matter is as one to twelve in Propor- 
tion to the Salt; it will ferment ſtrongly with 
Spirit of Salt and Spirit of Vitriol ; but will not 
turn to perfect Lime by Calcination. 

Some Authors inform us, that this Water has 
been found effectual in the Cure of leprous Diſor- 
ders; and Dr. Baynard tells us, that it had cured 
an ulcerated Cancer in the breaſt by drinking the 
Water, and keeping a wet Cloth always over it. 
Dr. Fothergull acquaints us, that it ſeems to have 
nothing volatile in its Compoſition, becauſe it will 
operate as well, after keeping ſeveral Weeks, as 

when drank freſh at the Spring. Being drank,

from one Pint to three, it generally purges eafily * 
and briſkly, and without affecting the Strength, 
unlels in very tender Conſtitutions. Children, 
and thoſe who cannot bear a large Doſe, may 
have it boiled to one half. It may be taken as an 
Alterative inſtead of common Drink; for it has 
acquired a great Reputation for the Cure of ſcor- 
butic Pimples, Tetters, and the Leproſy, as well 
as the King's Evil, or at leaſt they have been 
often relieved by it. It is alſo a palliative Cure 
in cancerous Diſorders, for it has been the Means 
of prolonging the Lives of ſome with Comfort. 
When there 1s a Tendency to this Diſeaſe, this 
Water has retarded its Approaches. They do no 
Harm to any, except Perſons advanced in Years, 
and efpecially free Livers ; for in theſe Caſes they 
cool too much, and bring on watery Swellings ; 
they are alſo prejudicial to Perſons of a weak Ha- 
bit of Body, though attended with . Eruptions, 
and to Women particularly, by bringing on the 
Fluor Albus. N

It has been found to be good in Ob- 
ſtructions of the Liver, Spleen, and other Vi- 
cera; in the Green Sickneſs, black and yellow 
Jaundice, the Cholic, Gravel, Piles, Cachexy, 
Scurvy, and removes Dithculty and Sharpneſs of 


Urine. It is ſaid to be ſerviceable in the Gout, 


to ſtrengthen the Stomach, and to create a good 
Digeſtion. It ſtrengthens the Brain and Nerves, 
prevents or cures the Apoplexy, Palſy, Epilepſy, 


Dizzineſs, and Pain in the Head, in which laſt 


Caſes it ſhould be taken warm. The Courſe of

It was diſcovered about the Year 1711, 
and is ſeated about an hundred Yards from the 
River Severn, in the Neighbourhood of Mines of 
Coal and Iron, there being Coal Works on every 
Side, though none very near it. 

1 Candle being put down into the Well, it 
will take Fire at the Diſtance of * Quarter 
of a Yard, darting and flaſhing in a violent 
Manner, to the Height of 1888 Inches. It 
ls hotter than common Fire, and boils any Thing 
much ſooner ; for it will boal a common Tea- 
Kettle in nine Minutes, and broil Mutton Chops 
or Slices of Bacon very ſoon, with an excellent 
Flavour. It will reduce green Boughs to Aſhes 
very ſoon, or any Thing elſe that will burn; but 
the Flame may be put out by holding a wet Mop 
over it; however, the Water itſelf is extremely 
cold, and as ſoon as the Fire is out, it ſeems as 
cold as if there had been none there.

tants have all healthful Countenances. 

The Neighbourhood produces good Barley, 
with which they brew excellent Ale; a Circum. 
ſtance that is very agreeable to all the Viſitors 
who are fond of that Liquor. 

The medicinal Waters are come in Vogue 
merely by their own Merit, for nothing elſe has 
recommended them to the World. They are 
now frequented by very genteel Company, and 
Dr. Linden affirms they are, upon that Account, 
inferior to none in Europe ; to this may be added, 
that in the Summer Time there 1s a great Reſort 
of the common People, who come here in Crouds 
to make uſe of theſe Waters; but it is not above 
twenty-four Years ago ſince the better Sort came 
hither for that Purpoſe. There are now very 
handfome Houſes fitted up, one of which in par- 
ticular 1s large enough to contain ſeveral hundred 
Viſitors. At preſent there are no Baths here, but 
it is very likely there ſoon will, for they now 
make Uſe of Bathing Tubs, which is a ſufficient 
Hint to occaſion more conventent Receptacles to 
be erected. . 

The Rock Water is ſo called, becauſe it iſſues 
out of a Rock, which conſiſts of what they call 
here Water Slate. When this Slate is dug out 
of the Ground, and * to the Air, it moul-

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ders into Powder, which contains a large Quan- 


Y ity of Iron, Earth, Salts, and Sulphur. 


A Glaſs of this Mineral Water, taken up in a 
dear warm Day, 1s as bright as Cryſtal ; but after 
landing ſome Time, it changes into a Pearl Co- 
our. While it preſerves the Clearneſs, it has a 
trong chalybeate Taſte and Smell, which forſake 
it as ſoon as it changes Colour. The Veſſels out 
of which it is commonly drank ſoon obtain a deep 
Tinge, or rather a thick Fur, ſuppoſed to be 
ferruginous Particles, or natural precipitated Cro- 
cus of Iron; but it is accompanied with a greaſy, 
unctuous Iron Mucilage. This Crocus, being 
thrown on hot Iron, emits a black Flame, with 
an offenſive Smell, that cauſes a Coughing in the 
„ oi 
At the Spring Head this Water changes to a 


deep Purple with Powder of Galls and Green Tea, 


and turns at laſt to a Blue. However, when this 
Water has ſtood an Hour, after it has been car- 
red to the Long Room, it will not change to any 
Colour with Galls, Green Tea, or Oak Bark. 
With Cochineal this Water turns Blue, and be- 
comes hot with Oil of Vitriol. Rough Cyder 
and fine Sugar, mixed together with this Water 
at the Fountain Head, excites a Fermentation, or 
Ebullition. ; ——_ | 
This Water will not curdle with Milk, but 
with Oil of Tartar and volatile Spirits it will turn 
as white as Milk, that changes to a yellow Co- 
lour inclining to a Parrot Green. It preſerves its 
Tranſparency with the Spirit of Vitriol, Salt, and 
Nitre ; but with Sugar of Lead it turns firſt Milk 
White, and at length lets fall a yellowiſh grey 
Sediment, which being analyſed, is found to con- 
tain about fifteen Grains of Crocus of Iron in each 
Quart,

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Quart, and about five Grains of the bituminous 
NMucilage of Iron. | 
We are not told what Quantity of Salt this I 
diment contains, except only that it is great. It 
does not melt in the Fire ſo eafily as other Salt; 
but after it is cold, it appears like ſmelted Borax, 
and vitriolic Acids have no Effect upon it, nor 
yet does a damp Air affect it. | 

From theſe, -and ng other Experiments, 
Linden condudes that this Water contains ] ron, | 
Salt, Sulphur, and Vitriol.

We are told that this Pump Water 1s an ex- and 
cellent Remedy in the Scurvy and Tetters, in the 
hypochondriac Melancholy, in the Morphew, in Men 
Fevers — the 9 in the Leproſy, and in all

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{ch Diſtempers as proceed from currupt Hu- 
mours, and in the Gravel. e Ss pos 

This Water, if the Diſeaſe is obſtinate, re- 
quires ſome Time to cure it radically, and the 
Time is conſined to the Summer, as being the 
beſt Seaſon ; but they may be drank from the 
Middle of March till the Beginning of November, 
for then it is in the higheſt Perfection. 

The Journey to theſe Wells ſhould not be per- 
formed in a Hurry, but gently. As ſoon as the 
Patient is arrived at the Fountain, he ſhould then 
conſider what is proper to be done before drink- 
ing the Water. This ſhould be always out of 
long narrow Glafles, and ſwallowed down gra- 
dually, by which Means the etherial, volatile, 
elaſtic Spirits will diffuſe themſelves more eaſily 
through the ſmalleſt Veſſels. Perſons troubled 
with the Scurvy muſt uſe this Water both as a 
Purgative and Alterative ; and it 1s certainly very 
proper for the laſt, becauſe it ſtrengthens and 
warms the Stomach, excites the Appetite, pro- 
motes Digeſtion, and renders the Perſon briſk, 
lrely, and vigorous. As a Purgative, enough 
muſt be drank to. procure four Stools ; but as an 
Alterative that Circumſtance ſhould be much 
more moderate. The general Quantity is about 
three Pints a Day, taken as an Alterative, of 
which a Pint and a Half ſhould be taken at three 
Doles, leaving a Quarter of an Hour's Diſtance 
between each Half Pint, and this ſhould be done 
in the Morning before Breakfaſt. About an Hour 
before Dinner another Half Pint ſhould be drank; 
and another about fix o'Clock in the Evening, as 


allo a Third at going to Bed; but if the Body 


remains coſtive, the Quantity muſt be increaſed. 


| 
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As a Purge this Water ſhould be taken twice al 
Week, and is beſt drank at the Fountain Head, 
drinking Half a Pint at a Time till it begins tg 
work; but then the Patient muſt walk or ride 
between each Draught. 

When there are Tetters and Boils, the Patient 
muſt bathe frequently, and waſh the Parts affected 
with Water, uſing it inwardly at the ſame Time. 
In hypochondriacal Diſorders the Patient muſt 
alſo drink and bathe ; but then no more muſt he 
taken than what the P tient finds agreeable to his 
Conſtitution; which mult be generally much leſs 
than what was before directed; that is, he muſt 
drink no more than a common Glaſs at a Time; 
but then it muſt be drank oftener. 

In the Leproſy ſo much Water mult be drank 
as to cauſe two or three Motions every Day; to 
which muſt be joined, bathing twice a Weck in a 

warm Bath, made with equal Quantities a the 
Pump and ſulphureous Water 8. 

In the Gravel, let the Patient take every 
Morning ſo much of the Pump Water as wil 
purge him more than once, and then juſt ſo much er 
as will freely pals off by Urine; this done, he 
ſhould afterwards purge once a Week. When | 
the Gravel is diſcharged by this Means, let then 
Patient drink every Morning Half a Pint of the 
Rock Water, with Half a Pint of the Pump 
Water for three or four Weeks more, and Half 
that Quantity going to Bed. 

With Regard to = Diet, the Patient mul 
abſtain from Vinegar, Pepper, ſalted Fleſh, anc 
Fiſh, coarſe leavened Bread. Cheeſe, Fruits, Sa-

After the Patient comes out of the Bath, he 
muſt immediately repair to a warm Room, and 
being well dried, he muſt go directly into a warm 
Bed 3 in order to ſweat.

Sometimes this bathing 1 is attended with Erup- 
tions of the Skin; and in this Caſe the Patient 
muſt remain longer in Bed after bathing ; and if 
he is dry, let him drink the {| ſulphureous Water 
Milk warm; by which Means the Eruptions will 
ſoon diſappear. 

In Leproſies, and other obſtinate Caſes, it will

In ͤ broken Conſtitutions, brought on by hard 
drinking, the Water ſhould be uſed internally, as 
well as outwardly; for they may be drank as 
ſafely on the bathing Days as at other Times.

TJ LANGYBI is a {mall Village in Caernarom- 
ſhire in North Wales, and the Mineral-Spring 
are at the Foot of a round Mountain, of a very 
ealy Aſcent, from whence appear ſeveral de-Wi 
lightful Proſpects of all that Part of the Country, Men 
which is flat, and abounds with Gentlemen chi 
Seats, Villages and Farms. This Mountain More 
entirely unconnected with any other; and onP:: 
its Summit are the Ruins of a Caſtle, of which dau 
there is no written Hiſtory, or traditional Ac-Miſoth 
count. At Llangybi, which is to the Weſt oper 
the Mineral-Fountain, is Cardigan-Bay in full 
view; and the neareſt Part of that Bay, is about fe 
two Miles diſtance from the Spring, which is a 
molt happy Circumſtance, as Sea-Water, mixedMine: 
with that of this Spring, has proved of the moilt | 
ſalutary Conſequences to ſcrophulous Patients. 
The Air of Llangybi is naturally mild and fa nis 
lubrious, the piercing North and Eaſt Wind. 
being, at a diſtance, intercepted by a large 
Chain of Mountains, ſo that it is fanned wit 
Sea-Breezes, which are moſt refreſhing to thok: 
who are afflicted with Diſorders in the Lung,

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nd ſalutary in moſt chronical diſeaſes. The 
Country round Llangybi is very fertile, and the 
plenty which abounds there, is a proof that the 
Vifitors to this medical Water, need be under 


in Intonvenience that will, probably, ſoon be 
moved.

With regard to the Qualities of the Water, the 
ingenious and learned Dr. Linden obſerves, that 
it has a harſh Taſte, inclining to a bitter; it will 
not lather, and Soap is with great Difficulty, 
mxed with it. At the Fountain-head, Oil of 
Tartar per Deliquum, turns it of a white Pearl 
Colour, and, on its ſtanding, precipitates a white 
Powder. Oil of Violets, renders it of a pale 
green, but on ſtanding, the Colour grows deeper; 
a e yet 


0 Apprehenſions of wanting delicate Proviſions; 
he only thing wanting are good Lodging-Houſes, 
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yet neither Spirits of H rtſhorn, Sugar of Lead. 
nor Aqua Fortis, make any vilible Alteration 
though, with Oil of Vitriol, it inſtantly becomes 
extremely hot, and G obules of Air line the 
Sides of the Glaſs : but as the Water becomes 
cold, theſe Globules diſappear, and a tranſpa 
rent white Sediment is left at the Bottom. One 
Gallon of Llangybi Water diſtilled in a Gl: 
Retort, leaves a Sediment from fifty to ſixt 
Grains. This Sediment contains about ten 6 
twelve Grains of a ſl1my tranſparent Subſtance, 
which burns immediately on its coming near the 
Fire, and emits a ſuffocating Smoke, attended 
with a ſour Smell, not unlike that of burning 
Soot ; but no Kind of Salt is to be found it it 
The Remainder of this Sediment is an extreme 
fine white Earth, upon which, neither the 
Nrongeſt Alkalis or Acids have any Effect. Th 
white Earth will, in ſmelting, mix with Silver 
as Lapis Caliminaris does with Copper, bu 
makes the Silver more brittle, than Lapis Cali 
minaris does the Copper. Fol ſhort, a Florence 
Flaſk with Silver-leaves in it, filled with Liang) 
Water, were boiled and evaporated in a San 
Heat, till no more than about two Ounces 0

They are fituated in the 
Pariſh of Meole Brace and Townſhip of Pulley, 
two Miles and a Half from Shrewſbury, in the 
County of Salop; in a Valley between two Emi- 
— both which are ſtored with Variety of 
Minerals. The Coal-pits at the Hanley's, lead 
us to the very Minerals from whence theſe me- 
dicinal Waters receive their Virtue. © Theſe 
Coals are of a two-fold Nature; the one con- 
tains. more than a common Share of Sulphur 
and vitriolic Acids; and under them is a Mineral 
Mixture of Mundic Salt, Slate, Iron- Stone, and 
bituminous Earth.

nor loſes its purgative Quality. That Spirits of 
Salt cauſes no Alteration in this Water, except 
a ſmall Motion, without ſeparating any of its 


Contents, and leaving he Glaſs in which they 


are mixed with Air-Bubbles. The ſame 1s ob- 


ſerved with reſpect to Spirit of Nitre and Spirit 


of Vitriol; but Oil of Vitriol inſtantaneouſly 
cauſes a lent Heat in the Water. That a So- 


lution of Mercury Sublimate gives this Water a 
_ whitiſh Caſt, which on ſtanding, precipitates a 


Sediment of an Orange-yellow Colour; after 


which, the Water becomes clear again, hd. in 


a plentiful Manner, lines the Sides of the Glaks 
with Air-bubbles. That a Solution of common 


Quick-filver cauſes a precipitate of an unpleal- 
| „ „„ 
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ing yellow Colour. A Solution of Roman Vi- 


tr 101, cauſes a precipitate of a greeniſh Colour, 
and lines the Glaſs with Air- Bubbles. A Solu- 
tion of white Vitriol, turns the Water of a Pearl- 
colour, which, on ftanding, precipitates, and 
the Wa-er becomes clear again. The Spirit of 
Hartſhorn, and Spirit of Sal Armoniac, gives the 
Water a milky Colour, which, on ſtanding, 
coagulates or breaks, and ſeparates itſelf from the 
Water, as Curds do from the Whey, which 
precipitates in the ſame Colour. and Oil of Tar- 
tar per Deliquum, affected the Water in the 
{me manner. That a Solution of Pearl-aſhes 
cauſed in this Water a beautiful tranfparent 
white. But that the Solution of Alam, Oil of 
Vitriol, aud Aqua Fortis, cauſed no Alteration, 
when mixed with this Water. Twenty-five 


' Ounces of this Water, on being evaporated in a 


Glaſs-Receiver, left a hundred and ſixty Grains 
of Sediment; which, on a proper Separation, 
produced a hundred * twenty Grains of ſmall 


grained purging Salts, of an opake Snow- white Co- 


bur, like thoſe of Sedbirim Bohemia. This Salt, when 


n into an ignited Crucible, ſmelts as thin as 
Water; but loſes its Weight. The Sediment, 
with the Salts, and what was left, when the Salts 


| were ſeparated from it, were each, by itſelf, 


ſublimated with Arſenic, the Produce of which, 
was al fine deep Orange coloured Subſtance. If 
theſe Salts are expoſed in a dry Air, they do not 
change, nor do they moulder into a white Mag- 
neſia, like Powder, as the Cheltenham, Epſom, and 
other purging Mineral W ater-Salts do.

85 1 T is a little ſurprizing, that the mineral Wa- 
| ters of Cornwall have ſcarce been ſo much as 
mentioned by any Writer, eſpecially conſidering 

that this Country abounds ſo much with Minerals,

are at length enabled to ſay ſomething of them, 
by the Aſſiſtance of Dr. Borlaſe, in his Survey of 
Cornwall. , 
Madern Well he calls a ſpring of pure Water, 
though the Soil round about it is black, boggy, 


Spring riſes, is a grey Moor Stone Gravel, called 
by the Corniſi, Grouan. This Well is ſeated in 
the Pariſh of Madern, four Miles Weſt of Pen- 
zance, and is reſorted to by many People afflicted 
with Pains, Aches, and Stiffneſs of the Limbs. 
They come hither to waſh, and many Cures have 
been ſaid to have been performed by it; but Dr. 
Borlaſeis of Opinion, that it only acts by its cold and 
„ „ limpid 
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and therefore was molt likely to excite the Curio- 


and light; but the Stratum, through which the 
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limpid Nature, becauſe it is without any mineral 
Impregnation, at Icaſt as far as he could find. 


Euny Well riſes in the Pariſh of Sancred, thro 
the ſame Soil as the former; and becauſe it has 


done extraordinary Cures, there 1s a Chapel ad. 
Joining to it, dedicated to St. Eurnus. The Ru- 


ins of this ſtill diſcover a great deal of Carving, 


which plainly ſhews that this Spring was formerly 
of very great Note. Its greateſt Reputation is ſor 


drying up Humours, anc for healing Wounds 


and Sores. It has no evident Mineral Impregna- 

tion, and therefore Borlaſe thinks its Effects are 
owing to the mere Coldneſs of the Water, by its 
bracing up the Nerves and Muſcles, and ſtrength- 
ening the Glands. 


Another Well of this Sort is called Holy Well 


and it riſes about a Mile and a Half to the North- 
welt of St. Cuthbert's Church, in a ſmall ſandy 
Bay, where there are leveral Caves made in the 
Cliff by the northern Sea. In one of theſe Caves, 
at the North-Eaſt Point of the Bay, and at the 
Foot of a high Cliff, is this Well. The Entrance 
is low, but by the Help of ſome Steps cut into 
the Rock there 1s an Aſcent of about fifteen Feet 
perpendicular. The Water, which drops from 
every Part of the Roof, is collected into a little 
Baſon, from whence a ſmall Rill proceeds, not 
more in Circumference than a Reed. There are 
| thort mammillary Stones of the Stalactites Kind, 
which hang from the Roof; and the Floor of the 
Rock is covered with the ſame Subſtance. This 
Water will not change the Colour of Green Tea, 


nor curdle Milk; from whence it is concluded, 


that there are neither Steel nor Alum in its Com- 
poſition. After Evaporation to one Half, no Pel- 

licle appeared, nor did it ſhoot into Cryſtals; for

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which. Reaſon it is thought to be void of acid 
Salts; however, it depoſited a {mall Sediment, of 
the ſame Colour and Subſtance with the calcarious 
Incruſtations of the Well. Some of this -being 
reduced to Powder would not melt over the Fire, 
nor had it any particular Taſte or Smell; nor yet 
did it flame when thrown into the Fire; likewiſe, 
when thrown on a red hot Iron, it emitted neither 
Smoak nor Smell. However, this Water is 
greatly commended in Fluxes and Diſorders of the 
Bowels. 

There are ſeveral chalybeate Springs in cn 
wall; but the moſt remarkable of this Kind riſes 
in the Tenement of Colurian, in the Pariſh of 
Ludgvan. The Bed through which this Water 
flows is a looſe pebbly Ground, mixed with a 
gravelly Clay, full of an ochreous Iron Mineral, 
from which the Taſte and Smell of the Water pro- 
ceeds. It turns to a deep reddiſh purple with 
Galls, and with Green Tea to a lighter Purple. 
With Oak Leaves it becomes of a blueiſh Black, 
and has a Purple Caſt. Upon pouring two Thim- 
blefuls into Half a Pint, it made but a ſmall Ef- 
ferveſcence. After this Water had ſtood with 
the Galls for ſome Time, it retained its Purple 


Colour and Tranſparency. Upon dropping gen- 
tly a large Thimbleful of Syrup of Violets, into 


three Fourths of an Inch of the Mineral Water, 
it retained its uſual Colour towards the Top of the 
Glaſs; but the middle Part turned to a pale 


greeniſh Yellow, which reached within Half an 
Inch of the Bottom, and the Remainder was of 


a light Purple ; but upon ſtirring it, after it had 
ſtood half an Hour, the whole became of a deep 
green Colour. When a Thimblefal of Oil of 
Tartar was dropped into this Water, it fell imme-

The Waters, upon their firſt Uſe, create in 
ſome a ſligkt Naulea ; others they purge briſkly 
for three .or four Days; but are diuretic in all. 
The former effects are probably accidental, ariſ- 
ing only from their being taken in too large 
Quantities, or from their diflolving ſome acrimo- 
nious Salts, or bilious Foulneſſes, in the firſt 
Pallages. - Perſons who have been uſed to Malt 
Liquors they commonly render coſtive ; but 
there are Inſtances, where the Waters, after 
having been drunk a conſiderable Time, ſudden- 
ly take a Turn downwards, and purge briſkly. 
Dr. Wall always adviles lis Patients to drink 
freely of the Water for ſome Days, or Weeks, 
before they uſe them externally. The empirical 
Method of Application, which has hatherto been 
ſucceſsfully practiſed, is to waſh Sores, Tumours, 
Sc. under the Spout, leveral Times a Day ; 
covering the Parts afterwards with Cloths dipt 
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in the ſame Water, and moiſtened from Time ta | 
Time, as often as they grow dry. — Thoſe who 
bathe for cutaneous Foulnefles, uſually go into 
the Water with their Linen on, and dreſs upon 
it wet. This Method, odd as it is, ſays Dr. Wall, 
has never yet, that I has heard of been attended 
with any ill Conſequence ; though I have known 
it uſed by ſeveral very t. oder Perſons. 
When the Water 1 is applied externally, elpeci- 
ally to old Sores or glandular Obſtructions, it is 
apt at firſt to bring on a flight Fever and ; in- 
flame the Parts. This adventitious Heat is com- 
monly ſoon relieved by drinking freely of the 
Water, which waſhes out of the Habit any mor- 
bid Particles which may have been received into 
the Circulation, and the Fever uſually goes off 
in four Days at furtheſt Sometimes, when the 
Water is applied to indurated Clands, or in- 
cyſted Tumours, the Heat riſes higher, ſo as to 
bring on Suppur ations an Event by no means 
to be dreaded, ſince th reby the viſcid ſtagnant 
Juices are attenuated, oncocted, and ſo fitted 
for Evacuation, and the Circulation (which i in 
ſcrophulous Perſons | 18 ſually too languid, either 
from a Lentor in the Fluids, or too great Debi- 
lity in the Fibres) is ac elerated and invigorated. 
The common People are, from long Obſerva- 
tion, fo well appriſed of theſe Effects, that they 
think the Aſſiſtance of a Surgeon is upon no Oc- 
caſion neceſſary ; and their uſual Phraſe is, that 
the Water will break an Tumour, and Award 
heal it. This, like many other popular Opinions, 
is very erroneous; for granting the Lotion to be 
one of the beſt Applications 3 in n Caſes, yet it 
certainly may require the Hand of a Acilful SUr- 
geon, to 3280 the W or dilate Sinules ; 
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0 prevent the Lodgment of Matter, or procure 
a free Diſcharge by a proper depending Opening. 
After this is done, the Water is perhaps the belt 
Prefling that can * applied, and ſeldom fails to 
effect a Cure ſoon, which, without ſuch Aſſiſt- 
ance, might be uncertain, or at beſt very 
tedious.

S thefe. are the moſt erik and of the 
greateſt Antiquity of all the mineral Wa- 
ters, and are the only true original Spa Water, 
from which the Name has been abuſively trans- 
ferred to all other mineral Waters, uſed medi- 
cinally, and are univerſally acknowledged to have 
a wonderful Efficacy in the Cure of many Diſor- 
ders, we ſhall give a minute Account of them. 

Spa is a neat Village in the Pariſh of Ardenna, 
in the Biſhopric of Leige, ſeated in a Bottom, 
encompaſſed on all Sides with Hills, and on the 
North with ſteep Mountains. 

The Soil is very barren, fo that without burn- 
ing and liming, it would not produce Nouriſh- 
ment for the Inhahitants, and even with theſe 
Helps, yields them little but Rye and Oats. How- 
ever, they are abundantly ſupplied with all things 
neceſſary to the Support of, or that may afford 
Entertainment or Pleaſure to the Invalids, who 
reſort thither, and at a reaſonable Price. | 

As an Argument of the Wholeſomneſs of the 
Place, it is obſerved, that there are ſcarce any 
Perſons more healthy, Or more long-lived, than 
at Ha. In the Neighbourhood are Mines, from 
whence Sulphur and Vitriol are prepared ; and 
by the acid Vapours whereot theſe Waters are pro- 
bably impregnated.

Now, as the 
dummer Seaſon is generally the moſt ſerene and 
dry, as well as the moſt commodious for the Ex-

d drank, with very great Advantage, in the very 
t Midſt of Winter, and eſpecially in the Time 
n of great Froll, when they are ſtrongeſt, even 
more ſo than in the hotteſt Weather.

© rences of the Times) who, for the Sake of an 
en ee Profit, ſell the Waters of Chevron 
* or Bru, under the Name of Spa; which Wa. 
© ters having never been in anyReputation, have 
* had no Tax laid on them : and yet thoſe Mer- 
& chants have exacted from Strangers the full Price 
© of the true Spa Waters. They have, indeed, of 
wo late, with a view to encreaſe their own E molu- 
* ment, and tarry on the Deceit with greater Suc- 
' Cel, lowered the Price ſo that the Bru Water is 
now fold in England conſiderably cheaper than 
ug „ that of the Pouhon Spring. But I muſt not for- 
get to mention, that ſo groſs an impoſition is at- 
« tended with the worſt of Conſequences, and has 
* occaſioned the Ruin of many Conſtitutions.” 
Dr. Thomas Hobart, m a Letter from the Spa, 
to Dr. Morley, in London, obſerves, © that in 
< ſending Spa Waters tc England, as in all other 
5 Things, there is Room for Deceit. London has 
been impoſed on ſome time by the Merchants 
© of Liege, and made to drink the Waters of Bru, 
* inſtead of thoſe of Spa, I was aſſured from 
* good Authority, that a Merchant of Liege had, 
* that Year, ſent forty thouſand Flaſks F it into 
* England, and that, in the Space of five Years, he 
<« had ſent to the Quantity Ot two hundred thou- 
| * fand Flaſks.” He further obſerves, that this 
Perſon would have filled them with the true 
Spa, provided the Magiſtrates of the Town 
would have been content with half the cuſtoma- 
ry Duty. The falſe Notion, (which has been 
moſt ny propagated) that the Spa. Wa- 
ter, ſparkles much, when poured into a Glats, 
has favoured the general Abuſe of impoſing 
falle Waters on the Public: whereas the true 
Spa Water has only a very piquant Taſte, and, 
15 3 
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in warm Weather, will often occaſion innume- 
rable Bubbles to ſettle on the Sides of the Glaſs ; 
but will not ſparkle, when bottled, like the Bru, 
and more vitnolic Waters, which are not ſo 
well tempered with ſulphureous Particles, and 
are therefore not ſo ſmooth on the Palate, but 
always leave a diſagreeable Harſhneſs, inſtead of 
that ſmooth, yet piquant Taſte. of the Poukon 
Water. It is not only neceſſary to avoid this 
ſpurious Water, but to have particular regard 
to the Seaſons of filling the true Spa Water; 
for, in order to procure it in the utmoſt Perfec- 
tion, great Care and Exactneſs muſt be uſed in 
filling, &c. Dry froſty Weather is a very proper 
time, though 1t 1s not uſual to fill at any other 
Seaſon of the Year than March, April, September, 
or October. The Reaſon of not doing it in froſty 
Weather, is the Difficulty and Inconvenience 
that muſt attend it. And as the Trade lay 
ſcattered in many Hands, no one Dealer, ſince 
Mr. Eyre, has been confiderable enough to in- 
duce him to uſe the neceſſary Care, and be at 
the Expence of improving the Methods before 
practiſed, to preſerve theVirtues of the Spa Wa- 
ter. Theſe Conſiderations firſt induced me to 
think of employing myſelf in the ſale of Mineral 
Waters: and, indeed, I have met with more 
Encouragement, than could have been reaſona- 
| bly expected; which has prompted me to uſe 
my utmoſt Endeavours, to have all Sorts of Mi- 
neral Waters in the utmoſt Perfection. From 
What has been obſerved, I am inclined to be- 
lieve, that were the Spa Water filled in a con- 
tinued Froſt, it might be imported in much 

greater Perfection than it has ever yet been. But 
I ſubmit my Opinion to more competent Judges ; 
and ſhall act as the Gentlemen of the Faculty 
EE hall 
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| ſhall do me the Honour to direct. And if any 
Gentleman ſhall defire any Quantity to be ſent 
over, after any particular Manner, I ſhall give 
Directions to have his Orders complied with. 

With a View of improving the Methods be. 
fore in uſe, and of having the beſt Precautions 
obſerved, in my Importation of Mineral Waters, 
I have ſpared neither Pains nor Expence ; and 
have taken a Journey for that Purpoſe, to both 


the celebrated Springs of Selizer and Spa; where 


T have minutely conſidered the Proceſs of fill- 
ing, Sc. and have in conſequence given every 
neceſſary Direction, for ſecuring and preſerving 
their Medicinal Virtues, r the moſt effectual 
Manner: and in particular, have cauſed one 
material Circumſtance to be diligently attended 
to, viz. that the Flaſks, be made ſtrong enough 
to bear immediate corking the Moment they are 
filled. I preſume to flatter myſelf my Endea- 
vours have proved ſucceſsful, and gained the 
Approbation of the r of the Faculty, 
as well as of the Public in general. They have 
at leaſt tended in ſome Meaſure to diſcourage 
the Impoſition of thoſe ſpurious Waters, with 
which the Public have been ſo long ſcandalouſty 
abuſed. And in order to prevent in future, as 
much as lies in my Power, Impoſitions of this 
Kind, I take the Liberty to requeſt of thoſe who 
are pleaſed to favour me with their Commands, 
to give ſtrict Orders to the Meſſenger or Agent,

The Original Mineral 
= Temple-Bar. 
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HE Fi of Seltzer takes its Name from 
a little Village called Neider, or Lower 
Seltzer, ſituated about three Leagues from Franc- 
fort on the Maine, in the lower Arch-Biſhop- 
Tick of Treves. The Country and Avenues 
round about are delightful. This Spring riſes 
near a {mall Trout Stream. The Water iffues 
with great Rapidity, is remarkably clear and 
light, and on pouring from one Veſſel to ano- 
ther, gives plenty of Bubbles. It is of a plea« 
fant Taſte, not ſo pungent and ſubacid as others, 
but ſomewhat lixivious. 0 
The Reputation of this Water has been of 
long ſtanding, and it has been held in high Eſti- 
wation by many curious Naturaliſts and Phyfi- 
cians: among whom are TABERNOMONTAN us in 
his Theſaurus Aquarum Mineralium ; Jonx WII. 
LIAM Moce, ſtipendiary Phyſician to the Impe- 
rial City of Worms ; and JohN DANIEL Hors- 5 
ius. But the lateſt Author who has written ; 
| 
1 


upon this Subject, and who has given a parti- 
cular Treatiſe of it, is the learned and 1 ingenious 
Dr. Hor PMAN; whoſe Opinion is founded, not 
only upon the moſt exact Analyſis, but alſo 
upon the Experience of twenty Years, during 
which Time he had minutely attended to the va- 
rious Effects of the Seltzer Water, and had pre- 
ſcribed it with the moſt happy Succeſs. And 
he diſtinguiſhes it from all other Mineral Waters 
hitherto diſcovered, on Account of its extraor- 
dinary medicinal Virtues. 


ANALYSIS 
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The Solution of Salt of Tartar gives it a 
Milky Colour, but cauſes no Precipitation, 
nor Fermentation; a Proof, that it contains no 
Acid, nor calcarious Earth. It curdles with 
Soap and with Solution of Silver, a groſs white 

Cloud, and ſome Curd is precipitated from it. 
If a Quantity of this Water be expoſed to the 
Air for the Space of twenty-four Hours, there 
will be no Sediment ; but the Water will loſe 
its Taſte, and become flat and diſagrecable, as 
though Tartar had been diſſolved in it; whence 
It. 18 manifeſt; that its chief Element: is of a very 
ſubtile and volatile Nature. : 

And this appears more plainly from the Ex- 
periment of the Air-Pump. For the circumambi- 
ent Air is no ſooner drawn from it, than it 
riſes and bubbles with an Elaſticity and Rapi- 
dity beyond what is uſual in other Mineral 
Waters. Whence allo it appears to be much 
| lighter, more eaſy and quick in its Operation, 


than the Waters of Spa, Pyrmont, "or _ any -- 


other. 

With Acids, not onl the ſtrong, but even 
with the weakeſt, it makes a great Ebullition; 
and with Rheniſh Wine and Sugar it yields a 
Smoak, ſome Hiſſing, and Bubbles in great 
Plenty. 

If Spirit of Vitriol be added to this Water, to 
the Point of Saturation, and then the Mixture be 
exhaled, it leaves a Salt, like the Tartarum Vi- 
triolatum: and if the Water be mixed with Spi-

nt of Nitre, and evaporated to the Conſiſtence of 

chryſtallization, it is ſaid to afford a Nitrum Cu- 
bcum, (an Argument of marine Salt) —Syrup 
of Violets gives it a green Colour. Galls give 
10 Tincture to the Water; but a blue Circle at 
the Surface, and a Wheyiſhneſs below : whence 
t is plain there is no Vitriol in it, nor martial 
Farth. Sumach gives it a deep Green, eſpecially 
in the upper Part of the Mixture; Rhubarb 
gires it an Orange Colour: and Aſh-Bark a 
deep blue Circle at the Surface. . 

Two Pints, exhaled by a mild Heat, gave ſe- 
enty-two Grains of a Saline Matter : on this if 
Oil of Vitriol be dropped, a whitiſh penetrating 
acid Vapour aſcends, like what ariſes from Oil of 
itriol and common Salts ; a ſecond Argument 
of ſome Marine Salt: This Sediment, however, 
being diſſolved and filtred, yielded two Scruples 
of pure alcaline Salt; which is Iixivial and brac- 
aſh, The ſame Salt turned preſently of a bright 
green with Syrup of Violets, made a great E- 
ullition with Vinegar, and rubbed with Sal Am- 
oniac, emitted a pungent, volatile Spirit : and 
be Solution of Mercury Sublimate corroſive, ad- 
led to the Solution of this Salt, gave an Orange- 
dloured Sediment. From all which Appearances, 
he Alkaline Nature of this Salt abundantly ap- 
ears : yet it differed from ſeverab of the native 
\lcalis, in that being rubbed on Beef, in Solu- 
ion or Subſtance, it did not redden it. 

From theſe Experiments it appears,. that this 
Water contains neither an acid nor vitriolic Body, 
nd 1s equally free from a martial and calca- 
ious Earth. But it is largely impregnated with 

pure alkaline Salt, joined to a very ſubtile, 
laſtic, and volatile Principle, with a mall Pro- 
ortion of marine Salt. 
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If we conſider attentively (ſays Hor ruax) 
the admirable effects that may be produced from 
the ſeveral Bodies whereof this Spring is com- 
poſed, it requires no great phyſical Knowledge 
to determine, that ceo all ought to be prefer- 


ed in ſeveral reſpects to all other Mineral Wa. - 
ters. For, in the firſt place, it contains a much 
greater Quantity of fine alkaline Salt, than the 
Waters of Schwalback, Pyrmont, or Spa, or, in... 

deed, than any other : whence it has this Advan.M*. ; 


tage peculiar to it, that it may be very conveni-· N bur 
ently mixed with Milk, ſo as not to produce the I na 
leaſt Coagulation, and is in that State ſucceſsful-M Mo 
ly adminiſtred in a Variety of Diſorders. Se- ien 
condly, It is ſparingly impregnated with a mi. An 
neral volatile Spirit, and is therefore of a very uit 
mild Operation. For this reaſon it is preſcribed i pui 
not only ſafely, but with the greateſt Benefit, ti 
| Perſons of both Sexes, and of every Age; and te I 
ſuch as are of a weak, delicate, or even emaci un 
ated Conſtitution. 7 3

The Seltzer Water mixed with Aſſes-Milk ne- 
ver fails to produce ſurprizing Effects in Con- 
ſumptive Cafes, and in all Diſorders of the 
Lungs, whether they be ulcerated or obſtructed, 
or loaded with acid Humours : in dry Coughs, 
difficulty of breathing, Tumors in the Lungs, 
ipitting of Blood, accompanied with inward in- 
termitting Heats. It eaſes and removes arthritic 
and rheumatic Pains, and is an excellent Re- 
medy in ſcorbutic Caſes, and all other cutaneous 
Diſeaſes; and, as they moſtly proceed from 

oſtructions cauſed by acid and ſalt Humours, 
thoſe diſſolving and penetrating Qualities, which 
are every where acknowledged to be in theſe 
Waters. muſt needs be uſefal to ſoften, break, 
and diſcha ge the ſame.

A Pint of this Water taken 
every Day, will render their Milk wholeſome 
and nouriſhing to Infants, and prevent it from 
ſouring, or coagulating in their tender Stomachs, 
and thereby preſerve them from the Gripes, 
Looſeneſs, and Convulſions, the frequent Con- 
ſequences of a ſour, and coagulated Milk. 
This Water is a noble Medicine in all Difor- 
ders of the nervous Syſtem, being excellently 
adapted for compoling ſpaſmodic or convullive 
Affections. In theſe Caſes it may be taken ſim- 
ply, or mixed with Aſſes or Goats Milk, as beſt 
agrees with the Conſtitution of the Patient It 
is a ſpecific in Heart-burns, Cholics, violent Vo- 
mitings ; alſo in the Diarrhœa, and Dyſentery. 
The ſalutary Virtues of this Water are not 
Tefs viſible in hy pocondriac and hyſteric Paſſions, 
by effecting a Frey Gare and thereby pre- 
venting the fatal Conſequences of thoſe Maladies. 
It is an excellent Medicine in all Diſorders of the 
Stomach, Flatulencies, Indigeſtions, &c. and is 
taken with great Benefit in Caſes where the 
Brain is diſtempered, occaſioned either by ſaline 
and ſharp Salts, or by extreme Weakneſs, pro- 
ceeding from a laborious and intenſe Applica- 
tion of the Mind; and therefore is recommend- 
ed as a mott ſaluta Liquor, to ſtudious and 
ſedentary Perſons. Being of fo light a Nature, 
that 1t accelerates Digeſtion, and produces a per- 
fect Chyle, it may be drunk to advantage all the 
Year, round at Meals, Sc.

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Dr. HorrMAN obſerves that the Seltzer Water 
promotes and facilitates the Evacuation of the 
Menſes, and that it agrees very well with preg- 
nant Women ; but adviſes them to drink it 1 
ingly, and mixed with Wine at their Meals, 


to take a moderate Glaſs of it every Morning 
and Evening. 


He alſo affirms, that it is of great Service in 


the Atrophy, as well as in venereal Diſeaſes, and 


that he has found it to be very beneficial in O 
or leſs violent Gonorrhœas. And in the 16th 
Tome, and 85th Obſervation of the Ada Academe 
Cz/arer, we are informed of an Atrophy and 
Hectic, from the Venereal Diſeaſe, which, after 
the Mercurial Salvation, Guaiacum, and Sarſa 
Decoction had been uſed in vain, was cured

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very well with the Stow, and not cooling tod 

violently. It appears remarkably ſerviceable in 
moſt inflammatory Caſes, the hot Scurvy, and 
in all Tendencies to a Conſumption from in- 
flamed or feeble Lungs, and abates the Heat oc- 


caſioned by Matter breeding, or bred in any 
Fart of the Body. 


It is neceſſary to mention, that the Sellzer Wa- To 
ter is much more difficult to be preſerved in 
Tranſportation, than any other medicinal Water; 
as it is eaſy to conclude, from what has been be- 
fore obſerved of its fine volatile Principle, that 
it is more liable to putrify, than chalybeate W4- 
ters. And, perhaps, this Defect is alſo in great 
Meaſure owing to the Nature of the Veſſels in 
which it is filled, being earthen Jugs or Canns, 
which are much more porous, and conſequently 
emit the Spirit ſooner, than Glaſs Bottles. When 
J was at Seltzer, I men the Inconveniency | 
ofthis Method, to the Comptroller of the Fountain, 

and hinted the Advantage attending the Spa and 
Hy mont Waters, which are ſent over, the former 
in Flaſks, the latter in Bottles, whereby their 
Virtues are more effectually preſerved. He 
agreed to the Juſtneſs of my Obſervation, but at 
the ſame time informed me, there was a Manu- 
factory of thoſe Jugs at a ſmall Diſtance from 
the Spring, which employed a great Number of 
poor People in that Part of the Country, who 
depended upon it for their Livelihood; and that 
the Elector would not upon any Account ſuffer 
an Innovation, which Aer be to deprive thoſe 
People of the Means of Subſiſtance. 

- Being convinced of a. impractability of reme- 
dying this Defect, I have, however, taken the 
utmoſt Care that every ther Precaution be uſed, 
in order that the Water which I import may 

molt effectually retain : its medicinal Virtue,

Dr. Horrman obſerves that many Canns of 
this Water, aſter being filled at the Spring, are 
frequently ſtowed in a loofe Manner, and ex- 
poſed to the Heat and Rain, in open Boats, in or- 
der to be conveyed down the Nine to Cologne, _ 
in. the Way to Holland, whence they are tranſ- 
ported to be ſold in England, and other Coun- 
tries. It 18 no Wonder, therefore, that Water, 
ſo negligently managed, entirely loſes its Virtue, 
long before it arrives at any conſiderable Diſ- 
tance from the Spring. That the Water I im- 
port might not be ſubject to fo prejudicial a 
Negligence, I have directed that every Cann ſent 
to me be well ſtopped with good Corks, and 
well roſined over, and afterwards cloſely packed 
with Straw, not in Baſkets, as they are commonly 
ſent to Holland, but in ſtrong Cheſts, for which I pay 
a very extraordinary Expence. And according to 
this Method I receive the Seltzer Water at the 
proper Seaſons, immediately from the Comp- 
troller of the Fountain, whoſe Care and Fidelity 
I have not the leaſt Room to, call in queſtion. 
At the ſame time 1t 1s a Duty I owe to the Gen- 
tlemen of the Faculty, and the Public, to de- 
clare, that the very fubtile Element of this Water 
will ſometimes baffle the moſt diligent Precau- 
tions, as a Bottle will now and then be found to 
have loſt its Spirit, even perhaps one or two in a 
Dozen (though it muſt be obſerved, that this fre- 
quently happens to the choiceſt Wines, of a much 
ſtronger Body than the Selzer Water). But I flat- 
ter myſelf that its Virtues, which I have uſed 
all poſſible means in my Power to ſecure in my 
Importation of it, will abundantly compenſate 
this caſual Inconveniency, which indeed attends 
all Mineral Waters, but the Selizer in par:

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It being of the ws Importance to thoſe, 


| who are adviſed to uſe a Courle of Mineral Wa: 


ters, for the Benefit of their Health, to know 
that they have them GENUINE, as well as of the 
beſt Importation : It is deemed an indiſpenſable 
Caution, upon concludi ng this Treatiſe, to re- 


mark, That the Public are not only ſubje& to 


be impoſed upon, by the vending of ſtale Wa- 
ters, which have entirely loſt their medicinal Vir- 
tue, but alſo by a Practice of a more pernicious 
Tendency, which is, the IMI TATION OF MINERAL 
WarkRs by ART; a Practice too often adopted, 
and in particular with reſpect to the Pyrmont, by 
many intereſted Perſons; who regardleſs of any 
Thing but Gain, ſcruple not to ſubſtitute their 


own artificial Preparation in the Room of the 
' GENUINE Waters. That the foreign chalybeate 


Waters are thus imitable, by Means of chemical 
Ingredients, is the undoubted Opinion of many 
eminent Phyſicians, to name only HorrMan, 
Dr. Rur rx, and Dr. PETER SHAWw, who ex- 
preſly declares, ©* There are Reaſons to appre- 
hend, that either this expedient, or a worſe, 
te is practiſed at London, and elſewhere, ſo as to 
“ imitate the Spa, the PyRMONT, and other 


* FoREIGN WaTERs, in ſuch a Manner as to

oe paſs undiſcovered upon ordinary Judges. 
Hence it is eaſy to account for the great Quan- 
tities of ſpurious Waters, hich are retailed at a 


very low Price, under the Name of PYRMONT 


Water; and for the bad Effects which are the 


frequent Conſequences of ſo baſe an Impoſition, 


which 1s the more dangerous, as it is not ſo eaſi-
